Fire Protection at the 
a Residential Schools in the 
Kenora Indian Agency. 


Several visits have been made to the Residential 
Schools, in the Kenora Agency,fir@drills held and inspections made 
of all fire equipment, exits, and escapes. : 


On these visits I was accompanied by Chief Reg. 
Davies of the Kenora Fire Department, who kindly gave of his time, 
in the interest of safety and the furtherance of efficient fire 
protection in and around the community. 


After checking over the equipment, exits and fire 
escapes, certain recommendations were made, for the repair and re~- 
mpdelling of the present equipment. These recommendations are sub- 
mitted for your information and action and age as followss=- 


Kenora R.C.1I.R.School. 

That all exits to the fire escapes be altered 
and remodelled. Present exits are through hinged windows which 
either open in or out. These are fastened with hooks and eyes or by 
hasps. This does not &llow of a safe or quick exit. There are THREE 
such exit doors and it is recommended that these be replaced with 
new doors of the push typ#, fitted with hazard hardware. 

At several escapes, it is necessary to climb 
through the window or exit to get to the landing on the escape. It 
is recommended that steps be installed at the foot of these windows. 

The exit from the 2nd.floor, to North escape, 
is through a hallway leading to a room which is occupied by one of 
the staff, then through a window, to the escape. This is not a good 
set-up and does not allow for a quick exit from the school, It is 
recommended that this reom be vacated and free access given to the 
fire escape. 


The present balanced fire escape at the north 
end of sehool should be made permanent, with a step or platform 
built at the bottom of escape. 

A fi@@ door should be installed in the door- 
way, leading from the school laundry to hallway on main floor. 

Fire Alatms end warning or directional lights 
should be placed at most efficient position in building. At present 
a@ small triangle gong is used for an alarm. It is recommended that 
an electrician install either one large electric alarm or Boomer, 
or several smaller alarms, one in each hallway, also small alarms 
in the dormitories and laundry. 

Guide or warning lights should be placed near 
entrance to each fire escape. 

Fige hose & Fittings etc. The old 14" linen 
fire hose should be replaced, Male hose couplings to be welded to 
nipples from the valves on stand pipes. The present flat hose racks 
to be attached to the stend pipes with clamps, instaed of being se 
onwall brackets. It is also recommended that two lengMts of 14" hose 
be pleced in the racks, &s only one length is in pos tion at present. 
This will alaow of a 100 foot run in the building. 

A new hose connection should be installed on 
stand pipe in main hallway. This will require a new valve and nipple, 

Fire extinguishers to be refilled and checked 
at regular intervals by the school engineer and placed in permanent 
positions in building.

Your dietician also remarqued that vegetables were 
not served as often as they should for balanced meals. As 
you may know, this comes from the fact that they have no 
farm and hardly sufficient ground for the cultivation of 
@ regular garden. 


The increase in the per capita for Fort Frances, 
Kenora and MacIntosh is in my estimation much smaller than 
it should be. For instance, such schools as Sturgeon 
Lake, Fort Vermillion, Wabasca, Grouard, Beauval and Cross 
Lake received an increase which in some cases amounts to 
$35.00 per child more than this small Ontario group of 
Schools. Still all have good farms where sufficient fodder, 
grain and vegetables afe produced to enable the Princi pals 
to feed their herds and supply all the children of the 
schools with vegetables of various kinds in large quantities. 


I hope, therefore, that you will be able to place 
Kenora, MacIntosh and Fort Frances in a category which may 
enable them to supply the varied foods asked by your diet- 
ician.

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EQUIPMENT AND METHOD FOR HAND DISHWASHING 


Nutrition Division,

EQUIPMENT: 


Proper dishwashing equipment and methods of operation 
are essential to any food service operation. 


The efficiency and sanitation of the dishwashing is 
gauged by the number of bacterial organisms per utensil surface 
at the end of a given process and is expressed in terms of "swab" 
counts The average count for ten utensils is usually teken as 
the figure. It is necessary that the swab count be kept well 
below 100 and this can be done by proper utilization of the sinks, 
soap, hot water and disinfectant compounds while properly operated 
dishwashing machines may keep the count as low as 17. 


Dishes may be washed by hand or by machines Hand dish- 
washing may be done in dish pans or sinkse In either case, there 
must be a soapy water solution and at least one hot, clean, clear 
rinse water (170°0F). A disinfectant compound is optional if the 
rinse water is sufficiently hot so as to kill any remaining bace- 
teria on the dishes after they have been washed. Dish pans will 
serve the purpose for a limited number of people, but two or three- 
compartment sinks are recommended for numbers exceeding 50. They 
may be used for numbers up to 300 if the operation is efficiente 
However, for numbers of 150 and over, a dishwashing machine is 
certainly desirable as a cleaner, more sanitary product is assured 
because of higher controlled water temperature.

SPACE: 


Tne dishwashing room or area should be clean, bright

SINK WASHING? 


A _threeecompartment sink with adequate drain boards, is 
strongly advocated for washing of dishes up to 150. For durabili- 
ty and to facilitate cleaning, stainless steel or Monel Metal sinks 
and drain boards are recommended, Stainless steel sinks if well 
cared for, will wear for 35 years whereas galvanized metal sinks 
and drain boards have a guaranteed lifetime of 5 years, 
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Sinks and drainboards should be installed at least 3" 
from the wall so that the space behind the sink may be easily 
cleaneds The height of the working area should be from 32" to 
34", The sinks must be at least 24" x 24" x 12" deeps 27" x 27" 
sinks will more readily accommodate the washing of pots and panse 
Such sinks are, however, a little wide for a short person's reach. 
Taps should be high enough above the sink so as not to interfere 
with the placing of utensils in the sink (10" above the working 
surface), A two-compartment sink is less expensive to install and 
requires less space than a three=compartment sinke If a two~ 
compartment sink is used, a gas or electric burner may be neces~ 
sary under this second compartment to maintain the temperature 
of 170°F, in the rinse water.: This is an extra expenses If the 
temperature is not controlled there is a danger of the workers 
burning themselves. With the rinse water at 170°F, it should not 
be necessary to towel the dishes (Drawing Noe 1)-> 


A three=compartment sink allows for one compartment for 
washing, one clear rinss and one rinse with disinfectant compound. 
When this method is used, the utilization of 170°F, water is not 
essential. However, with rinse water at less than 170 F., dishes 
may have to be towelled, (Drawing No. 2). 


DRAIN BOARDS: 


Adequate soiled and clean dish drain boards are neces- 
sary at the ends of the sinks. Drain boards of 6' and preferable 
8! x 24" or 27" (depending on the width of the sink) are essential 
for both soiled and clean dishes for units of 100 person dish 
capacitye Tables of same dimensions can be used instead of the 
drain boards but are not recommended. The clean drain board 
should be installed with a pitch of 1/8" per foot sloping to the 
rinse sink. The scrap drain board might have a drain installed 
20" from wash sink or be installed similarly to the rinse sinks 


Between the washing and rinsing sinks, there should be 
a drain board table top of 20" x 24" with a pitch of 1/8" to the 
dishwashing sink to accommodate wire baskets in which the dishes 
are placed after washing for rinsing and chlorinating. 


WIRE BASKETS: 


Four wire baskets of suitable size, 12" x 20", 13" x 16" 
or 19" are recommended for submerging the dishes in the rinse and 
sterilizing sinks. These baskets should have proper handles to 
facilitate lifting in and out of the sinks. The baskets for cups, 
mugs and bowls may be used for cutlery but the best container for 
cutlery is a wire basket 4" x 5" in diameter and 6" deep with 
handles

(a) Trays - sufficient for workers removing food and dishes from 
tables.

(m) Cupboard = one for proper storage of dishwashing materials. 


METHOD t 

An effective system of dishwashing is an important 
aspect of any food service. The proper sanitation of all utensils 
and equipment used for food during storage, preparation, cookery 
and service is important. The standard of dishwashing should be 
on an equal level with other operations. 


Satisfactory dish sanitation is as complete mechanical 
removal of bacteria and soil as possible. The essentials of dish- 
washing, regardless of method, are as follows: 


1. Clearing Tables, Soraping and Stacking of Dishes: 


An organized system of clearing, scraping and stacking 
dirty dishes on the dirty dish a@rainboard or table is an important 
step before washing. Breakage can be curtailed to a great extent 
by careful scraping and stacking of dishes. 


(1) Remove any left-over food from tables and store. 


(2) Remove all tableware to dishwashing unit for 
scraping and stacking on the dirty dish drain- 
board or unit in the following order: 


(a) Cutlery 
(b) Cups or mugs 
(c) Plates, bowls, etc. 


Clean tables in diningeroome 


Sweep dining-room floors 


A good soap or detergent 1s 'tcheaper' than a poor and 
4neffective soap or detergents Soap is not an item on which it 
pays to economize. Too much will mar the dishes but sufficient 
must be used. The concentration of soap varies with local water 
hardness and the type used. The {ndividual manufacturers will 


advise on the appropriate concentration. 
Wash dishes in the following order: 


1. Cutlery 
2. Cups or mugs 
Se Plates, bowls, etce 


The wash water should be changed at least once during 
washing dishes for 100. The most logical time is after the wash- 
ing of the cutlery and mugs and any other time the water is luke- 


warm, dirty or greasye 
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Dishes should be washed as soon as possible after use. 
Dishes should be washed until clean with a cloth or mop and a 
good soap or detergent thoroughly dissolved in sufficiently hot 
water (110°F, to 120°F.) to facilitate the removal of fats. Luke- 
warm water is unsatisfactory for a good job of dishwashing. 


3. Rinsing: 


For safe tableware, dishes must be rinsed in real hot 
water. Wherever it is impossible to provide for an adequate 
supply of hot water, a burner arrangement under a& special cone 
structed sink to keep the rinse water hot is advocated. 


(a) Rinsing when two-sink unit used: 


(1) Water in rinse sink must be kept at 170°F, Changes water 
whenever soapy, dirty or below given temperature. 


(2) Submerge dishes, arranged in wire rack, in rinse water 
for at least one minute. 


(3) Remove rack of dishes to clean dish drainboard. 
(4) Allow dishes to drain and dry. 


(5) Stack and store clean dry dishes. 


Rinsing when three-sink unit used: 


Rinsing will accomplish a great percentage of the clean- 
ing, but some type of 'sterilization' is good protection, A 
chlorine compound is most generally employed. An effective 
rinsing after washing and before immersion in compound solu- 
tion is essential as is a clean sink, since the presence of 
either organic matter or detergent rapidly depletes chlorine 


strength. 
(1) Water in rinse and sterilization sinks must be hot but 


not necessarily 170°F, but dishes rinsed in water below 
this temperature may have to be towelleds

Dissolve disinfectant in sterilization water by use of 
a wire whip. 
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Submerge dishes, arranged in wire rack, in rinse water 
for at least one minute. 
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Submerge dishes, arranged in wire rack, in sterilization 
water for at least one minute.

Allow dishes to drain and dry. 


Stack and store clean dry dishes. 


Cleaning of Dishwashing Equipment and Materials: 


(a) Drain all sinks. 


(b) Clear the dirty dish drainboard of all food particles, 


(c) Serub unit, including dishracks, with hot soapy water. 
Rinse. 


(a) If tea towels are used and it is necessary to use them 
again at next mealtime, wash in hot soapy watere 
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(e) Wash table washing cloths and dish cloths or mops 
after each meal, in hot soapy watere 


(f) Rinse tea towels in clear hot watere 


(g) Rinse table washing cloths and dish cloths or mops 
in clear hot water. 


(h) Hang tea towels, dish cloths or mops and table washing 
cloths to dry. 


(1) Rinse sinks after washing tea towels, etce 
(j) Polish all surfaces with a clean d:y cloth. 


(k) Mop up any water which may have been spilt on floor.

’ We have received a letter dated October 31st 
from Mr, Gow together with a sketch pee of the roof of above * 
school and a‘ report prepared by Mr. Wallace of Mr. Gow's staff, 
A copy of Mr. Gow's comments, Mr, Wallaces report and sketch 
plan are attached, 


After studying this correspondence and plan, we 
can understand Mr, Gow's dilemma, as to what work should be done, 
as the repairs necessary would seem to be almost indeterminate, 
It is felt by the Division that if repairs to the roof are under- 
taken, it is possible that further defects than those already 
noted, might be revealed in the material and construction to 
such an extent that the amount of work involved would approach 
that of replacing the roof and walls of the upper storey, 


Any estimate of the cost of such repairs could be 
very wide of the mark at the present stage of the investigation 
and to even approach the actual cost would necessitate the re- 
moval of considerable portions of the ceiling to enable our en- 
gineers to examine more fully the construction and condition of 
material comprising the roof, 


There is presented at this time, an opportunity 
to improve classroom accommodation and provide adequate exits, 
removing’ the existing roof and dormers, and re-constructing 

is storey. 


May the Division be advised of the desires of the 
Indian Affairs Branch with respect to the two alternate proposals 
described above, 


Upon receipt of this advice, we shall be able to 
either proceed with the preparation of plans and estimate for 
a re-construeted storey or arrange for Mr. Gow to call for lump

We are enclosing, in duplicate, plan of roof of St, Mary's 
Indian Residential School Kenora, Ontario, 8 8 ft, to one inch, 
and also a memorandum to tne writer, both prepared by Mr. W.H. liace 
of this office, The plan and memorandum were prepared in May last 
following’an investigation made of the roof by Mr, Wallace and an 
assistant, The plan and memorandum were not forwarded to you at that 
time inasmich as no conclusions had*been reached as to what work should 
be done in connection with the roof, 


The upper floor of this sehool originally was used as dor- 
mitories but with the completion of th ddition to the school, about 
ten years ago, it has been used for cla rooms, The low ceiling, 
sloping walls and dormer windows do not rmit of satisfactory condi- 
tions in these class-rooms and this situation, aggravated by damage to 
plaster through leakage, necessitates consideration’ being given to the 
rebuilding of the upper storey of the old structure. The writer has 
examined the structure at leasttwice with contractor's representatives 
and agrees with Mr. Wallace that it is impossible to definitely localize 
the origin of the leakege, The metal roofing appears to be in good con- 
dition but it is quite possible that the roof rafters, sheeting, ceiling 
joists and the 2" x 2" ribbing hi deteriorated, permitting the tal 
roofing to become detached in p to sag in certain areas and permit 
loosening of the eavastoonmsng, As pointed out by Mr, Wallace in para- 
graph four of his memorandum, the most likely source of the leakage is‘ 
at the junction of the metal roofing with the shingled mansard roofing, 
This was originally faulty construction as the metal roofing did not 

ntly overlap the edge of the roof to prevent driving rain from 

ing above the shing and under the metal overlap, Serious 

eration has been give re to soldering an extension to the outer 

edge of the metal roofing but this work, together with the reshingling 
of the mansard roof, the replacement of the metal flashing around the 
dormer windows and considerable auxiliary work, would be so expensive as 
to mecessitate consideration being given to the replacement of the upper 
storey of the structure, particularly in view of the present unsatis- 
factory class-room accommodation. 
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Upon receipt of the plan and memorandum as prepared by Mr, 
Wallace and also upon receipt of this letter, we would appreciate an 
expression of opinion from your office aw to what further line of ac- 
tion should be followed, We believe that it would be advisable if the 
Indian Affairs Branch were to make an investigation of the condition 
of the class-rooms in this building in order that they may state de- 
finitely whether or not they are considered satisfactory,

We have received a letter dated October 31st 
from Mr. Gow together with a sketch plan of the roof of above 
school and a report prepared by Mr, Wallace of Mr, Gow's staff, 
A copy of Mr, Gow's comments, Mr, Wallaces report and sketch 
plan are attached, 


After studying this correspondence and plan, we 
ean understand Mr, Gow's dilemma, as to what work should be done, 
as the repairs necessary would seem to be almost indeterminate, 
It is felt by the Division that if repairs to the roof are under-~ 
taken, it is possible that further defects than those already 
noted, might be revealed in the material and construction to 
such an extent that the amount of work involved would approach 
that of replacing the roof and walls of the upper storey, 


Any estimate of the cost of such repairs could be 
very wide of the mark at the present stage of the investigation 
and to even approach the actual cost would necessitate the re- 
moval of considerable portions of the ceiling to enable our en- 
gineers to examine more fully the construction and condition of 
material comprising the roof, 


There is presented at this time, an opportunity 
to improve classroom accommodation and provide adequate exits,

We are enclosing, in duplicate, plan of roof of St, Mary's 
Indian Residential School, Kenora, Ontario, Scale 8 ft, to one inch, 
and also a memorandum to the writer, both prepared by Mr. W.H, Wallace 
of this office, The plan and memorandum were prepared in May last 
following an investigation made of the roof by Mr, Wallace and an 
assistant, The plan and memorandum were not forwarded to you at that 
time inasmich as no conclusions had been reached as to what work should 
be done in connection with the roof, 


The upper floor of this sehool originally was used as dor~ 
mitories but with the completion of the addition to the school, about 
ten years ago, it has been used for class-rooms, The low ceiling, 
sloping walls and @ormer windows do not permit of satisfactory condi- 
tions in these class-rooms and this situation, aggravated by damage to 
plaster through leakage, necessitates consideration being given to the 
rebuilding of the upper storey of the old structure, The writer has 
examined the structure at leasttwice with contractor's representatives 
and agrees with Mr. Wallace that it is impossible to definitely localize 
the origin of the leakage. The metal roofing appears to be in good con- 
dition but it is quite possible that the roof rafters, sheeting, ceiling 
joists and the 2" x 2" ribbing have deteriorated, permitting the metal 
roofing to become detached in places, to sag in certain areas and permit 
loosening of the eavestroughing, As pointed out by Mr, Wallace in para- 
graph four of his memorandum, the most likely source of the leakage is 
at the junction of the metal roofing with the shingled mansard roofing, 
This was originally faulty construction as the metal roofing did not 
sufficiently overlap the edge of the roof to prevent driving rain from 

- penetrating above the shingles and under the metal overlap, Serious 
consideration has been given here to soldering an extension to the outer 
edge of the metal roofing but this work, together with the reshingling 
of the mansard roof, the replacement of the metal flashing around the 
dormer windows and considerable auxiliary work, would be so expensive as 
to necessitate consideration being given to the replacement of the upper 
storey of the structure, particularly in view of the present unsatis- 
factory class-room accommodation,

We have just finished taking in our potatoes and,as 
in the previous years,we have about one fourth of what is 
necessary for the year.All the rest will have to be bought. 
It is about the same thing with hay;every year we have to 
purchase two or three carloads. 

To keep our school going we have to make very 
heavy expenses,and when we have to buy these coumodities we 
oan hardly live on the grant we receive from the Government; 
thie you can easily understand. 

thy have we such a poor oropY Because we have not 
not enough land cleared.There are about fifty acres that coul 
oould be oleared at about one hundred dollare an acre;but, 
up to the present time we have received very little help 
from the Department.It is true,in the past,we received a 
grant of a few hundred dollare,but,it was not even sufficient 
to prepare the land for clearing. It is a low lying piece 


which must be drained,and the grant received was about equal 
to one half of the money nesessary to have the drainage done. 
I have asked the Department four thousand dollars 
to glear some land next year.I should have aeked for eix or 
seven thousand at lesast.I did not dare do so;it is eo often 
said to me; "The Department has no money$" Neverthelese 
I am convinced that six or seven thousand dollars would be 
hardly enough to prepare enough land to derive a substantial 
revenue from bur work,and give some work to our Indian boye 
and train them to cultivate the soil in a profitable way. 
Thie proposition shouldé,it seoms,receive attention from the 
Department. 
Now,I have a suggestion to make about some work 
I wish to have done this fall,as soon as possible. I wish 
to have four or five acres of land drained,and ditches dug 
in order to prepare the soil for next spring to grow pota- 
toes and other vegetables.it is a very good time to do this 
work now;the ground fe in the best condition possible on 
account of the extra dry weather we experienced last summer, 
ost of our Indians have nothing to do now,have 
hardly anything to live on,and are asking for work in order 
to be able to buy the necessities of life. To prepare this 
piece of land now would fulfill a double purpose,namely 
give Indians work and food,and give us a chance of raising 
at least a good crop of potatoes next year. Consecuently,

With reference to your letter of June ist, 
regarding departmental assistance for the veberinary services 
of the Kenora Agricultural Society,which suggested that a 
report would be made by your officials,I would appreciate 
knowing what has oceurred in this matter, 


I have received from the Society a report of the 
results of the T B tests which have been made in the area, through 
the Fedewal Department of Agriculture, and with the co-operation 
of the Society in loaning the Department the services of their 
Veteriaary, and I find that all animals passed the inspection 
successfully. 


I suggest that this is in itself a very great pro- 
tection to the cattle herds of the schools under your departae nt 
and since the medical services are very insistent on the larger 
consumption of milk by the Indians as a health protective measure, 
anything which works to the effective production of safe milk 
should be worthy of very favourable co-operation from the 
responsible department. 


Since the present services are financed by the local 
farmers, the town authorities and the Ontario Government ,I feel 
that the Federal department which through its schools benefits by 
the protective measures whould participate in a generous manner.

In answer to your enquiry of November 14th Tegarding the 
assault case of Nettie Clench, I big hk to report that no pro= 
gress hag been made in securing evidence to warrant a charge 
being laid.

The Department believes that any ruling of this 
type by the Ontario Department of Education does not 
affect the routine or conduct of an Indian residential 
school. We have rules and regulations for our Indian 
wards and for their education, and no programme outlined 
by the Provincial Department of Sducation need be 

adopted unlese Ottawa sees fit. 


I would like to have a communication from you in 
Gonnection with the advisability of starting a class for 
those students who are qualified to take high school 
work. This has been done in some of our residential 
schools in the West where the students, before reaching 
the age of diechargg were qualified to take secondary 
education. I feel that this matter should receive the 
Department's attention, so that any special training we 
initiate could be offered this winter. 


I had hoped to pay a visit to the Mohawk Institute 
this calendar year, but I am convinced that, due to the 
amount of work that has been presented to the School 
Sranch at this time, my trip will have to he postponed.

All this work has been part of the 
Manuel training programme which while it aims to teach the finer work also 
entures that the pupils learn such carpentering and fitting as will be most 
useful to those who followiferming ae a vocation. 

he anual Training Class has repaired a number of chairs and 

benches for the School. he benches for the new greenhouse were built by 

the boys who also made bob-sleighs « suttere for tl eirle and their own 
enjoyme . Picture framing has al been taught az the boys are now complet- 
a set of coat hangers. 

Sewer and man-hole tops have been repaired. 

ne section of our open drive shed has been partitioned off and 
extended to accomodate the new truck and tt power sprayer. his is fitted 
with folding doors also mede by the boys.

All pupils whé went home for holidays returned on Saturday 
3lst December. 

It was reported to us that an Indian living in town has been 
cutting wood on the Glebe property and that he har been carting off black 
soil. This report was handéd on to the ipeal Indian Office for action. 

Andrewwlartin an old pupil who passed his entrance Examination when 
&@ pupil here visited us in company with his wife who was ea Mount tein girl. 
They had with them their baby in whom we see a prospective pupil. 

An Indian child named Gladiator was buried at the Old Méhawk Church 
November 29th. Our men prepared the grave. 

Our epple house was broken into on December 12th by some person 
who cut out a Yale lock. An attempt was also made to enter the chicken house. 
A week later the apple house was again enterred but this time the heavy 
hinges were removed. Owing to hard times there is much petty theiving in 
the district. 

On November the 18th a blizzard put the town in darkness and we 
were without electricity for some hours. Fortunately, we have a supply 
of candles and lamps always ready for use and consecuently work was not 
disorganised. ‘ 
fe killed pigs for the pupils Christmas dinners and had fat chickens 
for the officers and men. 

We are grateful for many presents MeHutcheon the local bakers gave 
us pumpkins pies for Thenkegiving, jelly rolls which were acceptable after 
the concerts besides contributing to Santa Clause. 

Mr. W- F. Cockshutt gave a case of oranges. Mr. K.«V.Bunnell present 
ed us with two games of Indoor golf and a ledy sent us a number of childrens 
books. 

ise Cummings, Mrs Burnett and Mre Neale had the first part of 
the holidays and ‘iss Hardie and lire Matthews were away for llew Year. 


Farm and Garden. The fall ploughing wes finished and all fence lines vere 
Cleaned of weeds. All rubbish ané ashes were Cleaned away befet® the 
heavy frosts set in. A quantity of coal which we had to put in a bin removed 
from the School building was maoved into more convenient bins. All the 
fences that are endangered by spring floods have been taken un. 
Wood purchased earlier was sorted for various purposes and the culled wood 
cut up for kindling. We shipped a car-load of straw to Toronto. This is 
the first occassion that we have been in a position to do this. 

We have bought two cows recently which are proving good 
milkers. 

Owing to the fact that we shall probably be ouarantined 
80 far as corn growing in this district next year we have hired a cutting box 
and engine'to cut up corn stalke and #0 far we have not had to touch our 
Silo which is full of g00d ensilage and will keep for next winter. 

The ®arn yards are being kept free from manure this year 
by removing the manure almoet daily. this allows much more exercise room 
for the animals.

I have to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of 
the 18th instant, with reference to the supplies for the 
Indian day echools on the Six Nations Reserve, 


Chapter 80, R.8.0, = 1906, "An Act respecting the 
Department of Public Printing and Stationery," requires that 
all such supplies be purchased through the Government Stationery 
Office. Previous to 1918, the supplies for the schools on 
the Six Nations Reserve were purchased in this manner, About 
January 1, 1916, several complaints were received regarding 
inconvenience caused the schools owing to delay in securing 
supplies ordered through the Government Stationery Office, and, 
as these supplies were paid from Indian Trust fund and not from 
Parliamentary appropriation, the Department decided to allow 
purchases being made from different local merchants. At that 
time the Indian Superintendent was instructe’ to obtain prices 
for aupp}ies from different dealers and to purchase at the 
lowest price, 


In December, last, the Purchasing Commission of Canada, 
who must pass on all expenditures either from Indian Trust fund 
or Parliamentary appropriation, drew the Department's attention 
to the requirements of the Act above quoted, and pointed out that 
they could not see their way clear to authorize payment of 
supplies purchased otherwise than required by the Aot. The 
Department is, therefore, at the present time, purchasing supplies 
through the Government Stationery Office. 


I might point out that the Government Stationery Office 
purchases all supplies in sane quantities and at wholesale rates, 
and @ recent comparison of prices showed that an appreciable 
saving would result in securing the supplies in this manner, 


From the information furnished in this letter, I feel 
that you will appreciate that supplies oan only be purchased in 
the present manner, and that, in view of the Act and the require- 
mente of the Purchasing Commission of Canada, this Department has 
no other alternative.

Haythornethwaite 
was at Moose Factory where her husband was Principal and she has come to 
us to study the management of a larper institution. she ia roing to take 
charge of each department in turn in order to gain an intimate knowledre 
of detail. 

rs Matthews left after being in charge of the laundry for 
Three and quarter years. 
Class-room Work This has been faithfully oarried out despite the dif- 
Ticulties due to the presence of workmen. 
Amusements. October 4th. 26 girls and Miss Hardie went +o Girl Guides Gonce 
ert at the Collegiate. 
Oetober Sth. The Girls were taken to Ohsweken Mair in trucks 
and the following day the boys attended. 
October 30th. Forty pupils attended a Concert at Vellington 
Street Church to hear Miss Néckawa's recital. 
October Slat. Hallowe'en Masquerade. ie had a lot of fun 
made all the more enjoyable by a plenteous supply of cakes and apples. 
November 4th. We held our first Plowing Match on that date 
and were fortunate to secure as judges to very experienced men who claimed 
thet they had never seen better plowing accomplished by boys. We have to 
thank the Department for supplying the prises on this occassion 
Thanksgiving Day it rained but a series on Indoor Games were 
played and the girls made ea quantity of pretty neokleces from the beads 
sent by the Department and \which we afterwards used as prises and Christmas 
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gifts. 

Armistice Day. The pupils attended the Community Service 
held the armouries. 

December 4th. Luckily this was a mild day and we were able to 
hold our Annual Sports which had somehow been postponed from time to time 
The Boys horses and cattle were judged from a cleanliness point of view and 
such good work was general that judging wes very difficult. . 

December 12th. The announcement of the wedding of Mr. and Mrs 
Rogers was made by Mr. Owen following which the Prises for Sports day and 
the Ploughing Matches were disttibuted. The evening was concluded by 
a feast of nuts and candy and a dance. 

December 19th. The Arcade, a local store, invited our pupils 
to a reception by Santa Clause and afterwards entertained them to a Punch 
and Judy show. All pupils had opportunities to visit the local stores be- 
fore Christmas. 

December 2lst. The out-door rimk was mde. 

December 22nd. The Senior School-room was decorated for Christ

The Christmas holidays were much enjoyed by all. This year 
no pupils were allowed to go home. From previous experiences we have found 
that the small number who do go home usually return with some such trouble 
and the itch or scabies and this leads to a great deal of trouble. Then 
there is always a section whose parents dissappoint them and they are diffi- 
eult to handle. This year it was announced early that none would go home 
and consequently all the pupils just looked forward to having a pood time 
at school. We started off by giving every child a present of some sort and 
as there was 4 plentiful supply of nuts and candy besides very excellent 
meals we found that we were sable to have a very happy time. Every day 
some special amusement was planned such as truck rides or sleighine parties. 
On December 28th. I was able to obtain a free pass for the whole school to 
the Brant Theatre. Special pictures of interest to childran ware kindly 
shown. 

Notes. One of our senior girls Carrie Crowe, graduated from the Business 
Goll@ge and was secured a position as stenographer at Bradley, Garrotsons. 

On October 20th. work on the exten@ions was commenced. 

During the. local Teachers Conventions no schoolwac held and we devoted 
our attentions to general housecleaning and replacing soreens with storm 
sashes. 

Irene Rdmondson, daughter of one of the farm hands died October 15th 
and. the man was off a number of days. 

On October 23rd. wa had to vacate the clothing rooms, store rooms and 
mens' dining room in basement to allow reconstruction work to proceed. 

On October 30. iir. Rogers and Mir. Clarke secured a quantity of cooking 

utensils and cots from the D.S.C.R at Burlington. 

Mr. Orr visited on Nov. 7th. and stayed two days during the commence- 
ment of building operations. 

@ have had considerable difficulty with the heating arrangements this 
year. Wa commenced running with wood only and when the coal arrived we 
sufferred from our ol@ furnaces leaking black smoke into every part of the 
building. iowaver the new system which is almost complete promises to do 
away with this unpleasantness. 

r. Rogers and lirs Boyce were married at the Cathedral in Hamilton 
on December 12th.

i@ were able to earn a nice sum with the tractor by filling silos 
juring the year we have been unfortunate so far as our horses are 6 ncerned 
but we have now some very fine horses in our barns. e@ lost one cow through 
sickness.

Owing to an old brifee across a creek collapsing we secured some 
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large tile from the city, free of charge, and have built a permanent culvert 
with vyement wall facines. 

* One of our boys hasbeen taking a course on farm work and he has 
become a very useful hand. fe expects. to run his mothers farm when he 
leaves so we have given him every opportunity and so far as he is concerned 
the experiment is a success. 

Tha green-houses were a steady source of revenue during the Chrys- 
anthemum season and we sold blooms that were without equals in town. 

The soft coal we have been compelled*has been disastrous since we 
find it difficult to keep steady heat with it. However, we have not 
sufferred any vey serious loses of stock hut we heve-been unable to 
produce our usval winter crops of lettuce eta.

irs Rogers returned from holiday on February 13th. 
@ suufered consider ble damage in our hot-house during the bliz- 
zard on Webruary 14th.

The laundry machinery was installed in the new building on 
February 19th. and credit is due to the Beaver Laundry Machinery Co. for

the excellent manner in which they overhauled and installed this machinery, 


We have been able to turm out very fine work since. 

During the quarter the Dormitories have been thoroughly house- 
cleaned but we have been unable to do very much in this direction on 
account of the building and alterations now in progress. 

The old laundry building was torn dow on March 9th. 

Mr. Axford and another representative from the Soldiers Aid 
Commission visited John Antone and expressed themselves satisfied with 
conditions. 

Mr. Standing inspected the School-room work. March 19th. 

During this quarter we have discontinued purchasing meats etc. 
from retail stores and are now in a position to buy from packing houses 
and in that manner effect a considcrable economy. 

re Orr of the Department of Indian Affairs has paid periodical 

visits of inspection of the work being sarried on. 
Health. During the early part of the quarter we su’fered from much 
sickness. The aléé¢rations caused the building to be more or less drau 
and that together with an epedemic of "la grippe” kept many in bed. At’ 
one time there were no less than twenty four girls and eleven boys and 
three of the staff an bed at one time. However, wa ware able to 

eet the sick om their fe i ve f rt time and all made good ree 
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had one serious case of illness in that of Lena Jamieson who after 
laining for a day or two was discovered to be suffering from 
endicitis in a very serious stage.. She wes rushed to the hospital 
and within two hours of the Doctor's decision she was operated upon . 
Since the operation she has made a wonderful recovery and is now quite 
wall. 
Pupils. This quarter we have experienced considerable trouble with boys 
absconding. It appears that the children are more or less influenced 
by the conditions on the Reserve just now, and as there is a scarcity of 
farm help in this quarter the boys are often made tempting offers. 
The parents are also very keen to remove the boys from school as soon as 
they are big enough to be useful but realising the state of morals on 
the Reserve they are prepared to leave the girls in the safe-keeping of 
the School until they are older. 
n one instance the spirit of rebellion was so very ocronounced that 
two boys armed with clubs openly defied the *rincipal. They were taken 
before the local Chief of Police who showed them the seriousness of 
their conduct and were instantly dismissed from the school after having 
been provided with sufficient funds to reach their respective homes. 
Qne boy, has since expressed his reegregs and through a friend has sought 
readmission . Five other pupils have absconded and two boys have 
absconddd for the third time. 
On the other hand, we have just heard from three @x-pupils who have 
secureid very good poistions. Grace jfaclaughton has been apoointed 
head of the office staff of the Johnson's Floor jjax Company. Eva 
Gurley has been recently Beemieledted President of the Girls' conference 
an organisation of about seven tanfred members. Sarrie Srowe has also 
taken a position as School teacher on the Muncey Reserve.

IMPROVEMENTS « 
Tommencing with Baster Monday we began to take up cur new quarters and to 
vacate that part of the old building which had to undergo alterations. 
During the whole term we have been constantly moving from one room to 
another and for nearly two months have not been able to even us@ our of#i-— 
office. However we are beginning to sea the end now and are héping that 
when next we write our report that we shall be comfortably settled. 
We had an opportunity to purchase a large butchers refrigerator and we 
have installed same in the basement to our advantage. With this equip- 
ment we oan buy meat wholesale or even kill a beast during the hottest 
of weather without fear of loss, 
Our new lavatories and baths are a great aid to health and cleanliness. 


fetie the Quarter we sufferred two losses from our stables. One horse 
had to be shot and another after being constantly attended to night and 
day for a week became so paralized that she had to be shot. 

We were able to commence working the land on April 19th. and general 
farm activities have occupied the male staff since that date. 

On April 2lst we hed a surprise flood and had to drive teams into the 
water waist high in order to save fence posts that we had laid out for 
boundary fencing. 

W@ have discontinued the practice of making butter at the school. 

There was always considerable leakage in the poundage through careless- 
ness and extravagance and we find that by issuing a stated quatity of 
butter per week we are getting bigger returns. We now sell our cream 
to the local creamery and purchase our butter there. This business 
also provides us with the opportunity of purchasing large quantities 

of butter-milk which is invaluable in pig-raising. 

We bought a splendid team of mares to replace our losses and one has 
since given birth to a very fine colt. 

Qur spare time has been taken up in grading and tidying up after the 
builders. 

One June 20th. we cut hay and we were picking strawberries the following 
day. t* would appear that we are to have good crops this year but 
the prices of farm products are so low that a big profit can hardly be 
expected this year.

AS mentioned in my last report the attendance of the 
arger boys has, in many cases been unsatisfactory, 
After staying a while they run away to their homes 
and often no action is taken to send them back. The 
result is that in the senior school there are three 
times as many girls as boys. 
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I note that while the girls are given some good 
practical training in sewing, cooking and general 
housework, and the boys with some work with the 
gardener and on the farm, there is, nevertheless, 

no provision for systematic instruction in the prin- 
cipites, either of household science, manual treining 
or agriculture, It would, I think, be most desirable 
in a school of this kind if the heade of the various 
industrial departments were also qualified to teach the 
principles of these subjects, Possibly as changes are 
made in the future this requirement may be kept in 
view, 
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In the junior division teachers have changed too fre- 
quently to admit of steady progress. A well trained 
Primary teacher is desirable for this department, 
elthough it may be difficult to retain a suitable one 
in this position,

‘Why not clean up this sore in thi 
reserve and turn the Mohawk inst! 
tution into a first-class educationa! 
school, teaching trades, nursing an 
domestic science by qualified teach. 
ers of these subjects, and turni: 
out boy# and girls fitted to mak 
their way in life, even if they do not 
wish to or cannot afford to take wu 
higher education? 

Members of the family who have, 
from time to time, became executive 
heads of the Mohawk Institution, do 
not ‘bear an enviable record in con- 
nection therewith, The first of 
that family, Robert Ashton, wa 
sent out from England by the New 
England company to take charge of 
the Mohawk institution in the early 
eoventies. So harah and overbea 
ing was his conduct that many boys 
ran away, and when they were found 

nd brought back to the institution 

y were at once garbed in clothing 
similar to that of convicts; one leg 
of the trousers velng of blue denim 

od the other leg of brown denim 
and the coat wae similar in design « 
color. 

In 1903 some of the boys turn 
and they burned the Mohawk inet 


{tution to the ground, ‘The late 


Rev. Ieaac Bearfoot, missionary, and 
his wife told me it waa nothing mor 
than they had expected for a long 
time, The boys avere arrested, tried 
und @entenced the Mimico reform- 
story, which they aaid they Uked 
better than the Mohawk inatitution. 
What @ punishment! 

My sister, the late &, Pauline 
Johnson, wrote to me that had_she 
not been leaving immediately 6n a 
tour of the nortivwwest and British 
Columbia, she h f would have 
taken up the case of thee boys. 

@he Mohawk inetitution was re- 
bullt by the New England company 
After Rev. Robert Ashton retired as 
the superintendent, his son, Nelles 
Ashton, rectived the appointment, 
Three of the girl puplis ran away. 
When these girle were repurned to 
the Mohawk institution their hair 
was cut off, and they were shut up 
in the “dark room,” or “cell,” as 
some called it, and fed on bread and 
water. 

Chief George Miller brought an 
action against Neils Ashton for this 
treatment of his little daughter. His 
action backed by the Six Na 
tlone’ f. A Braritfogd jury 
of twelve men returned a verdict of 
four hundred dollare damages 
against Nellis Ashton, together with 
the statement that “the Mohawk in-

stitution is not a reformatory, it ts 
an industrial echool.”

Thie inereaced expenditure, which ie not confined to any one 
quarter, oan be accounted for only partly by an inoreased 
average attendance of approximately 3. 


The fact that, before the middle of the querter, 
you have coneidered it advieable to ask for advances 
totalling $4,000 on the current’ quarter's earninge (cetimated 
$4400) ie indicative of the fact that the inetitution ie 
behind finanoially and that you have found it neceseary to 
expend the per capita grant before it wae earned. 


The Department ie prepared to ageiet you in the 
effort to improve the financial condition of the school. An 
officer of the Schoole Branch will be in Brantford on the 
24th and 26th inetant, for the purpoee of examining the 
vouchere at the Mohawk Inetitute and making a etudy of the 
expendituree for the paet few quartere.

On the 24th and th ulfimo Mir. Phelan audited the 
booke of the Mohawk Indian Reeidek}ial School and made a 
etudy of the expenditure for a pe a of fifteen monthe ended 
June 30th, last. He prepared a ao eheneive report, whieh 
ie hereunder, and I wae able to dieauee with Mr. Rogere, upon 
the ooeagion of my visit to the echool laet Wedneeday, the 
beet methode of placing the inetitution on a sounder financial 
bagie. 


I am convinced that the deficit of approximately 
$3,000 in ourrent financing ig accounted for largely by (1)the 
replacemente and additione to etock and agricultural machinery , 
(2) interior decorating of the main building. ‘The replacemente 
and additione were neceeeary if the farm wae to be put on a 
paying baeie and the decorating wae advieable for general 
reagone and particularly becauge of the large number of 
vieitore to the inetitution. I know of no Indian reeidentinl 
gsohool in Canada, that ie eubjected to the eame eontinuoue 
etream of vieitore ae the Mohawk. 


The tuition period in the cage of the boye of the 
Mohawk Inetitute ie ehort. The reagone for thie are truanoy 
and delinqueney following holidays. When pupile did not 
return and could not be brought back without congiderable 
difficulty and perhape unpleagantneee, they were etruck off 
the roll. Thie all regulte in few large boye for the farm 
and garden activity, which in turn affecte the financing 
of the inetitution. The Principal promieed to report to 
Superintendent Morgan eagee of delinquency when it wae coneid- 
ered advieable to have the pupile returned. In view of the 
ungettled conditione at pregent on the Six Natione Reeerve, 
no draetic action will be taken. If the Rk. 6. M. P. can 
quietly ageiet, they will be aeked to eooperate. 


The principal hae a good chance to improve th 
financial condition of the echool, ag practically $4,000 
expenditure during the paet fifteen monthe will not have to 
be repeated for eome yeare. Further, the barne are filled 
with feed and the natural inoreage of the etock will be a 
eource of revenue. I have made arrangemente with 

for druge and clageroom 
The expenditure in thie eonnection hae in the 
past been provided by the management from qurrent funds. 
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I wish to point out that al11 bille have been paid 
promptly and the reputation of the institution ie not 
gat fering in the business world becauge of any outetanding 


Mr. Rogera welcomed any scheme that would aseict 
him in the general financing in the future and I promised 
that favourable consideration would be ven to the necessary 
replacements and Soy to plant. Further, special expend- 
itures only should met from the New England Company grant 
and the neipal weleomed the ageietance of the Department 
in the a ietration of thie money. I advised him to write 
to the Gharter Clerk, informing him that the Department would 
fund the money in a special truet account and would aseist 
in the administration in the future. The Departwent algo 
ghould eorregpond with the New England Company in this 
connection. 


fhe principal expressed hie willingness to oarry 
on with advances on the per capita grant from time to time 
for a further period and to make a determined effort to get 
on @ geounder financial basie. He will receive, a hereto- 
fore, the $160 per eapite grant and will uee thie entirely 
for regular current expenditure. Special requirements will 
be referred to the Department for decision. 


Certain small accounte for interior decorating 
and repairs will be paid from appropriation during the next 
few weeks and will not be charged to the preeent school 
funde.

The beet method of financing the Mohawk Inetitute 
hae. been given congiderable thought by the principal and 
the officere of the Department. Mr. Rogere would like our 
aetive ceoperation and thie can beet be civen if we adviee 
him concerning all expenditures other than thogee of a 
purely current nature. 


The eehool ie peid $160 per child per year from 
Parliamentary Appropriation and ig aleo allowed from the 
seme gource greante for replacemente, repaire and additione 
to plant and equipment when funde can be found for the 
purpoge. The principal and I agree that the New England 
Company grant of £1000 per annum should be ueed for epecial 
expendituree whieh are necegeary from time to time, if the 
@ehool ie to eontinue to be a point of intereet and 
#atiefaction to the hundrede who vieit it every year. I 
know of no Indian reeidential school in Canada that ie 
eubjected to the eame ecntinual etrean of touriete end 
vieitore ae the Mohawk Inetitute. I am Pleased to inform 
you that the superintendent of Indian Education hae lately 
vieited the echool and he reporte thet not only ie eplendia 
work being done, but that the buildinge, the grounde and 
farm are in fine condition. 
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fo eaeeiet Mr. Rogere with epecial expenditures, 
it ie advigable that the New Englond Company grent be paid 
to the Department, the ganc ag in the caee of the Lytton 
Induetrial sehool, and I should be grateful if you would 
arrange to have the quarterly paymorit, which you will eend 
out in December, addresved to me and made out in my favour.

Wucted in the Senior School-room. He admgnistered Holy Communion 
once each month. Owing to the lack of space in School-room a 
number of the Primary children meet in the Boys School-room and 
receive religious instruction. The School is divided under the 
teachers for Sunday school which is conducted every Sunday at 10.45 
Bele In the evening all attend prayers and after the younger childr@ 
are dismissed choir practice is held. Twice a month the Principal 
gives a talk on current events or Lantern slides are shown whth suit- 
able readings. 
Staff. There wes no change of staff during the quarter. 

owles, who is a very energetic officer, was poorly and as a 
nervous breakdown was feared she was granted a weeks rest commencing 
March 2nd. 
Mrs Rogers left for holiday on February 7th. 
Discipline: On the whole we have had very gaoa@ discipline which has 
made 6 work much easier and has enabled the pupils to obtain gereat- 
wr benefits from their school-life. It is most gratifying to 
note absence of insolence which used to be so common and the children 
are constantly showing evidence of greater confidence in their téeach- 
ers. It is felt that the restoration of law and order on the local 
Reserve has helped a great deal to bring this condition about. 
While our ordinary pupils are showing improvement, it is regrettable 
that our students attending the Collegiate and Business College are 
not so satisfactory. They take no interest in the tasks allotted 
{them at the school and are inclined to be impertinent to the staff. 
They are frequently quite late in returning from their classes and 
appear to think that other pupils should be detailed to wait on them. 
Possibly the lack of discipline in the Collegiate and Business College 
accounts for their attitude. 
Ammusements. On January ist. sleipriding and skating were the order 
of the day and a special dinner of Roast pork, baked potatoes, mashed 
turnip and mince pies. During the evening allthe school met in the 
Dining hall for games and competitions. 
On January the seventeenth the girls went for a sleigh ride and took 
eggze to Reuben Fox at the hospital they tnencalled for Mary waswanipi 
at the Blind School. Mrs Knowles has kept the Girl Guide and Brownie 
movement active and has had good success despite the fact that the 
local Commissioner has been out of towm and has therefore conducted 
no Rallies, which always serve to stimulate our girls interest. 
Outside competition always serve to increase our girls enthusiasm. 
The boys had a good rink and were allowed to watera hill near the 
school on whéch they had some very fine sleighing. A number of boys 
were given opportunity to build their ow Sleighs. They used ola 
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Pp > cases and barrel staves for lumber and made some very novel 
ighs. 
4c. We commenced the quarter with a fairly clean bill of health 
January we had an epedemic of colds with nasty sore throats 
and in February we had another spell of the flu. It was necessary 
to call in Dr. Brage on one occassion as many children that had had 
¢ar complications left by the measles were again troubled during the 
flu epedemic. However, good care resulted in the restoration of eur 
usual freedom from sickness. 
Reuben Fox, who,was taken to hospital last quarter to be operated upon 
for mastoid,after recovery, developed tubercular menengitis with fatal 
results on 17th. February. The Principal wishes to place on record 
his appreciation of the kindness of both the hospital staff and the 
Doctors of this town. On oné occassion when Reuben's condition was 
puzzling our Doctor no less than four other Doctors came and held 
free consultation. 
Notes. School re-opened on January 2nd. with a full staff. 
Durivig the quarter Rev, Jones of Ohsweken visited the school often. 
His visits keep him in touch with the pupils from his Parish and it is 
felt that this has a good effect. 
January 8th. Frank Fox visited his brother at hospital who had taken 
a sudden turn for the worse. We also telegraphed Mr. MeGookin to 
inform father. The father arrived and pleadaéd poverty so we boarded 
him for several days for which we got little but abuse. 
January 12th. We brought Lizzie Snake home from hospital. 
January 13th. A neighbour, Mr. G. Good, suffered the loss of his house 
from fire. Our men and boys helped to free and care for stock and we 
rented an empty cottage to him until such time as he can rebuild. 
January 15th. Miss Cummings, a former housekeeper here, visited us. 
She is connected with Childrens’ é@mégration and has 6xperience in that

The mild weather and rain caused floods on 24th. February. 
February 26th. The temperature dropped suddenly and a very high wind 
caused two raddators to frmeze during the night. This made it very 
difficult to heat the building. 
February 26th. About 7.30 p.m. we felt an earthquake shock. 
March 2nd. Mrs Knowles granted sick leave. 
Colonel Morgan inspected monthly. 
INDUSTRIES. The Girls have altered Cadet Marine uniforms to fit our boys 
and made suits for the small boys from jersey cloth purchased at the 
paris Mills. They have also made two issues of shirts for boys and one 
of aprons and combinations for the girls. Besides this they have made 
néw kitchen and Dining room aprons and kept all Clothing being worn in 
repair.

We have commenced a new work with our girls. All scraps 
of cloth now are being saved and made into very attractive rag rugs.

We have carricd out the usuel work for this quarter 
na very satisfactorg fashion and in addition we have painted all the 
farm waggons, made new double-trees and Single-trees and over-hauled 
our machinery. The hospital, which was touching the new wing has 
been removed to a new site and is now attractively situated on the side 
of the tennis lawns witha row of spruce trees for a back-ground. 
After removing the hospital the ground was graded séveral hundreds loads 
of carth being necessary for this work.

Staff. During the quarter Miss Crowe resigned and her place 
was taken by Miss Allen who promises to develope into a very 
efficient officer. Miss Hardie has not enjoyed very good 
health but otherwise our staff has worked most satisfactorily. 
Discipline. The three students attending Business College 
Rave us @ great deal of trouble and we found that they were in 
the habit of absenting themselves from Classes. MTheyefailead 
in their first examinations and although given an opportunity 
of an extra months tuition only Bffie Montour passed. Mageie 
Jacohs and Helen Froman continued to trifle and were conséquent- 
ly dismissed after trying their examination for the second time. 
Dorothy Montour, who is attending the Collegiate passed her 
first year and has shown a very marked improvement lately. 
Notes. A party of teachers from Hamilton visited the school

April 6th. A party of children were outfitted for Chapleau.

In this connection it should be mentioned that due largely to 

the co-operation of Rev. Jones of that church there is a much 

more friendly spirit shown towards the school. 

June 11th. Bishop Williams unveiled the Roll of Honour in the 

Mohawk Church. He was assisted by the Reverends Lee, White and 

Owen. The Brass Band from the Reserve offerred their services 

and paraded our children to and from the Church. So large was 

the crowd that many of the pupils has to remain outside the 

Church. After the- service the visitors were entertained on 

the School Lawn to ice cream and cakes while the band played. 

Mre. Persall was absent for ten days holiday in June. 

Mary Waswanipi from the local Blind Institute commenced her 

annual visit on June 16th. 

During the quarter the girls were issued with new low shoes and 

aprons while the boys received two new shirts, new overalls, 

caps and hats. 

Buildings and grounds. In an attempt to add to the beauty of 

the school grounds we have reorganised our activities in that 

direction. Mrs Rogers has taken charge of the flower borders 

and with a number of girls is giving them the care they need. 

This relieves the gardener who can now bend every effort to 

production. Largs white stones have been placed along the 

drive and our approach is in very fine condition. 

A new trellis has been placed under the verandah and paint is being 

applied as opportunity occurs. 

we have built a garage to house the new truck and to mke room 

in the old drive shed for our implements. 

The new hog pén is well under way and in the course of a week or 

so will be ready to occupy. 

Farm and Garden. We have suffered a very severe disappointment 
@s¢ activities. For nearly two months prior to June 24th. 

we had no rain and practically the mmte whole of the farm crops 

in this area threaten to be a failure. We have one field of about 

forty acres in hay and it is impossible to cut it as nowhere is 

the grass more than six inches in height. Some of our wheat which 

showed so much promise has ripened at a height of about ten inches. 

However, due to having a fair acreage of alfalfa wae are in a better 

position than most farmers. 

For the same reason there were no small fruits this year and our 

lawns were scorched. 

SPECIAL NOTH. On June 30th. we had to call the Doctor to Betsy 

Tsaac a recent admission who had become quite ill. It was dis- 

covered that she had been injured by a fall and had been in bed 

a week before she came here.

During the holidays the Church was not used for 
sérvices but every Sunday a short service was held in the 
School-room at 9.30 a.m. by the Principal an@ most of the 
remaining pupils attended Trinity Churth for the morning service 
afterwards. Many Tourists visited the Church throughout 
the summer and those who have memories of the pulpit expressed 
themselves as delighted to see the interior of the Church as 
it had been for so many years. We had to hold the services 
at home on séveral occassions on account of rain. Rev. Mr Owen 
has been in charge and on September 12th. he celebrated Holy 
Communion. 
Staff. There have been no changes in the staff during the 
quarter. Miss Hardis and Mrs. Knowles had six weeks holiday 
and on their return Miss Wilson, the housekeeper had two weeks 
leave. Mr. Knowles took two weeks holiday and Mr. Thurlow 
attended the Dufferin Rifles Camp. 
Discipline. There has been a decided improvement in the 
general discipline since the holidays. We have two pupils 
attending Collegiate and very definite rules have been laid 
down for their guidance, with quite severepunishments for mis- 
demeanours. As & result they are only tooanxious to do their 
share in maintaining their place in the school. We were also 
able to dismiss a number of older girls who were not a good 
influence. We are now, for the first time, able to maintain 
a Waiting List and as all the parents and pupils know this, there 
is a very decided effort on éveryone's part to retain a place 
in the school. 
Notes. During the holidays the plaster throughout the school 
was patched and repaired and the girls re-varnished the Ssteirs, 
wainscotting and linoleums. 
Reve Be Lee visited and borrowed the Principal's car to visit 
his old parish on the Reeerve 
Mrs Watts, Sommissioner, and Girl Guide Officers from England 
visited our Corps on September lst. 
September 16th. Nugent Bardy, one of our boys, was kicked in 
the shoulder by a horse in the pasture. First aid was rendered 
and the Dootor summoned. Upon examination it was found that only 
@ painful bruise was the outcome. 
We were also visited by Mtes Bauslaugh whose father was the 
Principal here some sixty years ago.

to hear her discourse upon school life in those early days. 
Revenend Westgate and Canon Potheringham visited the school on 
September 20th. 
On the 24th. September the members of the Rotary Club Convention 
were here. 
After the holidays the pupils returned promptly and early in the 
term we were in the fortunate position of starting our Waiting 
list. We are very pleased to report that we have not approached 
any person with a view to inducing pupils to enter the school. 
Our pupils went home and apparently compared so favourably with 
other children on the Reserve that before the close of the holi- 
days we were having applications for children that we could not 
accomodate. 
Amusements. On July lst. the girls visited the stores in the 
morning and played soft-ball. In the afternoon they went in 
a body to Mohawk Park. The boys spent a good day at the river 
with the Principal. 
A Glosing Concert was held on July 3rd. when Miss Hardie left 
for Victoria and Mrs Knowles for the Girl Guide Camp. 
July 4th. Closing Day. The day passed very quistly and we were 
left with 30tgirls and 20 boys. We gave these children a more 
liberal diet in the way of fancy articles and eenerally speak- 
ing made it possible for them to have a good time at the school. 
Once or twice a week they went to Mohawk Pleasure Park where 
the management were most kind. Our pupils were allowed to 
ride the ponies and the merry-go-round free and they made good 
use of the other amusements there. 
On two occassions we took a number to Grimsby where they picked 
fruit in the mornings. We provided picnic luncheons and in 
the afternoons they visited the pleasure Park there and enjoyed 
spending the money they had sarned. 
One afternoon as a reward for some extra help the girls had 
given they were taken for a round trip on the town street car. 
The boys were very willing whenever volunteers were called to 
help handle a crop and on the whole the summer holiday passed 
most pleasantly. During the last week all pupils were paid 
a small sum in proportion to the help they had given and they 
went to town to spend the same. 
On the 17th. August, the Monday following School Opening, all 
the staff and pupils held a Gala at Mohawk Park. This served 
to settle them all back to school life after which steady work 
was the order of the day. 
Our annual Corn Roast was held on the 24th. September. 
Farm and Garden. Despite a very backward spring and severe 
roug. our crops were quite good.on the whole. Apart from 
ordinary farm activities we have completed our new pig pen, laid 
the cement floor and sprayed it ready for use. We have also 
unloaded all the coal for the coming winter and stored it away. 
In preparing our Fall wheat ground we had a most interesting and 
instructive time. Members of the Verity Plough Company brought 
several ploughs here and tests were carried out. The Company's 
expert was here and we all felt thet we had learned a great deal 
about ploughs and ploughing when they left. 
Our second crop of Alfalfa was exceedingly good and a hay field 
thay at ons time appeared as though it were ruined, revived after 
the heavy rains and we were able to cut a hugh crép offit. 
On September Sth. we threshed our grain and had over 1700 bushels 
in our granary as a result. 
The long flower borders on either side of our drive have been 
thoroughly cultivated and we are in hopes that next year we shall 
have that more beautiful than ever before. Every plant was 
lifted out and the whole manured and plowed. After the girls 
under Mrs Rogers had replaced the plants we obtained several 
hundred fresh plants to fill in the many bare places.

May I respeotfully make the following proposal for the 
betterment of this Institution. 


For some time I have been disoussing the advisability of 
increasing my inside staff by one female officer. At the 
present time the members of our housekesping department are 
called upon to take care of more work than can be effectively 
accomplished. Whilst the work is always done it is felt that 


the training of our girls is necessarily neglected alone certain 
lines. 


I feel that as an Industrial School it should be our first 
object to teach our pupils the cerrest methods of labour and not 
mérely reeard each pupil as a wit of labour. With this in 
view it is easy to see that unless the housekeeping officers 
have sufficient time to teach the various domestics sciences we 


are falling short of that high standard of effeciency that is 
desirable. 


Many of our girls have to take positions as maids when they 
leave the School and whilst they have quite a good idea of cook- 
ing for large numbers they are absolutely incapable of cooking 
for a family. This is quite naturally the case since there is 
no opportunity given tem under éxistine conditions, to acquire the 
néoéssary knowledge and experience. Then, again, they are not 
well instructed in the care and Gleaning of furniture, carpets and 
floors, and whilst we are alweys particular as to cleanliness we 
are of the opinion that better results would be obtained could more 
time be given to instruction. 


In view of the foregoing could I be authorised to engage 
another officer. I believe I could eet the type of person | 
want for about $25.00 per month.

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During the two wecks preceeding Christmas all the pupils were given 
opportunity of visiting town and see‘ng the window jisplays and 
Ip irtores. Many of them were fortunate enough to see Sante Claus 
jné Trinty Dramatic Club very kindly came to the school on 17th. 
December and played Pollyana for the benefit of the pupils. 
fo desoribe our activities during ths Christmas recess I enclose a 
press cutting. The little girls hambers made three 
rag rugs whilst the senior girls made the o cers a complete set of 
linen luncheon doyleys, trimmed with crochet work. To match this 
there was also a side table and sideboard runner made in the same 
fashion. 


Wie tried to interest the girls in kmitting themselves scarfs and mitt¢ 


tens but as the pupils we expected to do this in thetr own time 

we failed to get very much work done in this direction. 

Notes. Girl Guides were re-organised on October lst. and went for a 
hike during which they gathered wild flowers and plumage for Harvest 
Home decorations. 

Mr. and Mrs. Rogers went to Toronto to make wholesale purchasés Oct.7 
On October Sthe we had to commence heating the building and on the 
tenth we had to issue heavy underwear to the boys on account of the 
sudden cold weather. 

By-October 2lat. all the girls summer clothing had been replaced by 
heavier wear for winter, and all storm windows were in position. 

On October 26th. Miss Chambers was engaged. She has a second class 
certificate and teaches the kindergarten children during work hours. 
Among other duties she has assumed are those of instructing junior 
pupils in making rag rugs, elementary sewing, supervision of cleaning 
and play director. 

Mrs Knowles was taken i11 on the 25th. October so weme had Miss Chamb 
Qhambers take over her duties until Miss McNicoll arrived. 


The Brantford Laundry issued a public invitation for inspection of it 


plant so Miss Allen, who is responsible for the laundry work here and 
Miss Chambers took twenty five of the senior girls who were weleomed 
by the President of the Company who kindly acted as euide throughout 
the whole of the plant. In addition to this highly instructive 
inspection the girls were presented with five dollars which they 
aced in the Redio Fund. 
We have now a powerful receiving set th one loud speaker operated 
in one of the classrooms and we are now trying to swell our fund 
sufficiently to install a loud speaker in both classrooms. we find 
the talks to children broadcasted from the various stations are most 
attractive and the older children enjoy the good music. Of course, 
is always popular. .

Irené Igaac, a very naughty small girl, and Betsy Isaac, who is sub- 
normal, absconded on November $@ in their work dresses with no 
coats. Bfter searching all morning for them I informed the Mounted 
Police and the girls were returned the n day. They reported that 
no one would shelter them and that they were reported to the police 
as Mohawk Institute pupils. This shows a very welcome change of 
attitude on the Reserve. 

We were offerred a piano very cheaply and as we were in need of ano- 
ther instrument we purchased same on November 27th. Our music 
class in growing rapidly. 

On the 19th. December we fetched a waggon load of evergreens and bein 
the Sa@urday befor Chrietmas most of the pupils were visited by 
friends or relatives and went to tow with them. 

During the week preceeding Christmas everyones was busy. Girls were 
decorating and boys killing pork and poultry and getting ready for 
Christmas inspection. 

We were able to arrange for the inside staff to have five days 
either at Christmas or New Wears. 

Mr. Blmer Jamieson was given the classrooms for carrying out inte1lli- 
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tests with the pupils on the 19th and 24th December. 
Cloth: « Im addition to making the n ary seasonal changes in 
& mg the girls were issued with new high shoes; they made twenty 
éavy coats and altered thirty-five heavy green coats in addition 
to re-making some old grey coats; an issue of new stockings was also 
madée The boys received new shoes, socks, heavy underwear, overall 
sweaters and were re-fitted with winter uniforms. 
Healthe Whilst the general health of the pupils has been very good 
we have saffered one or two severscases and there has been an espedemic 
of accidents. Mageie Snake had a very trying time with pneumonia 
and as she beran to recover another little girl named Powless contract 
i the same complaint. There were also a f4w bad colds with indica- 
tions of pleurisy but by careful attention there were no sérious 
results and all the pupils are quite well now. 
In the matter of accidents investigation showed that the cause was 
either purely accidental or else directly due to the carelessness of 
the victim. Myles Isaac left his shoe lace undone and this tripped 
hin as he was entering the green-house with the reshlt that he fell 
and broke his collar bone. George Obe had some snow on his shoes 
and slipped whilst carrying a plank. This broke his forearm. An- 
other y walked in front of some wood that was being pitch and was 
struck in the forehead causing a cut an inch and a half lone which 
bared the bone. Another boy slipped 1ilst skating and cut his lip 
on a skate. All these cases were promptly attended to and no ill- 
effects can yet be sean. 
Warm and Garden Speaking eenesrally this has been the most successful 
year in both these departments during the period I have had the 
honour to control them. hilst there were draw backs due to the 
early drought our ultimate crops compare most favourably with some of 
the best farms in this locality. Our barns were filled with live- 
stock and the mows with the feed. 
On October 13th. I in eted the farm and our Fall crops were all 
ready to harvest. As the weather was mild I decided to discontinue 
lassroom work until we had the work of harvesting well in hand. 
As a consequence we were able to commence operations all over the 
farm. The school teachers took the very small children out to pick 
beans; a large squad of boys reported to the gardeher in the orchard 
and as they picked a number of large girls sorted and packed away the 
fruit in the cellar; other squads were busy pulling the mangels and 
picking up potatoes. Every morning I called for more effort and 
i have never witnessed such enthusiasm as the pupils and staff dis- 
played. In about a week we had the work weal in hand and school was 
resumed. We had only a few hours work to do before completing the 
harvest when the weather broke and we had very severe frosts which 
spélt ruin to so many farmers. We had to have all our cattle in 
winter quarters by October 28th. After the frost we dug the potatos 
re left and picked what few apples there were unpicked and found 
nite good if used immediately. In this way we did not loose 
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santhemums this year were exceptionally good and were in great 
demand. Out of the thousands of blooms I do not think we had a 
dozen in the school as buyers were here daily taking everything they 
could buy. In this connection great credit is dus to our gardene 
Mr Henderson. We are also indebted to Major General 8.C.Ashton G,.M.C- 
for the many choice species he has secured for us from the Bxpérimental 
Farm. 
We had several cows tested for tuberculosés and have had to dispose of 
several that reacted badly. 
Owing to our boar failing to breed we had to purchase a new one which 
was obtained from the Ontario Hospital, Hamilton. 
By arrangements with the Canadian Packing Company our older boys a 
visiting that plant chigfly to learn the hog industry. They are 
lowed to accompany the Government Grader who explains to them all the 
various features that control his grading. This work is most intere 
esting and the boys are quite enthusiastic. On December 30th. one of 
our boys was within ten pounds of the correct weight of any pig he saw 
when estimating weights. 
Owing to a very uncertain market in feeds I was advised to buy a car- 


load in October during a dragey spell in the markets. 
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Ry a@ upon this advise and by the tire the car was delivered the

hog and as our neme improves so we find the demand for our stock in- 
creasing.

During holidays ané short service was held e6ach Sunday morning at 

9.15 and pupils werzallowed to attend the Churches in town for morn- 

ing and evening service. The girls went in charge of an officer 

and the boys were allowed to go unattended. 

The Church was re-opened on August 28th under Rev. C.H.Owen. Holy 

Communion was celebrated September 26th. 

Staff. Mr. Thurlow resigned «nd his services terminated July 15th. 

Wir. Smith was engaged to fill the vacancy and was on duty July 12th. 

On July 31st. Miss Chambers, Domestic Science teacher, left to take a 

position she had secured near her home which was much better paid. 

Miss Mason, a temporary officer left on the same date and Mrs Persall 

who had had a month's leave of absence, returned to duty. 

Mr. Hughes a farm instructor, went to Hospital on August 3lst and was 

away three weeks. 

Miss Wilson resigned on September lst. She was a very é6fficient 
officer but since an automobile accident a year ago her nerves had 
gradually becomes worse until they renderred her undesirable. 

We replaced her with Miss Bates but she showsd no signs of becoming 

a good officer and so was allowed to leave at the end of one week. 

On September Sth. Mr. and Mrs Rogers left for a short motor trip 

which included Ottawa in its itinery. They returned to duty Septemba 
13th. 

September 15th. ii. Howarth took material for boys suits to Greene

pees: On the whole this has been good especially amongst the 
Oys but we have had several unpleasant cases of theft and petty 
stealing amongst the girls. 

Notese On July lst. the girls went to the River to bathe and to 
Mohawk Park while most of the boys found work at neighbours. 

Gladys Staats went to the Saniterium, Hamilton with Mr. and Mrs. Rogers 
On July 8th. all boys were kept from School. Owing to the cool wet 
weather, weeds were making much more rapid growth than our corn and 
roots and it was considered advisable to devote a day or two's work 
to saving the crop. By comparing our corn crop with our neighbours 
it is easy to sec that we were wise in doing this. At the same 
time the girls tidied the playgrounds under the supervision of the 
school teachers and some silver spoons and fountain pens that had been 
stolen were found cached. 

The Shrine Club entertained our pupils at a Cirous on July 10th. 

On July 14th. we ventured a Garden Party and Closing Concert. The 
grounds were beautiful.

Several were able to leave later when their relatives 
cured sufficient money to outfit them.

Durine the vacation the girls were required to work each morning and 

the afternoons wé6re devoted to amusements such as bathing, visiting 

park, taking round trivs on the strest cars and going to ows. W6é 


spent the. sum of $25 upon these outings. s 
With the boys it was necessary to hire a number of the older in order 


to keep the farm work in hand. These boys, however were allowed to 
attend the moving pictures i sports mests at night with an officer. 
On July 25th. James lMontour s suddenly taken very ill and on the 
following day Drs Palmer and Morrison rushed him to hospital after 

a consultation and operated for appendicitis. He did very weal and 
returned home at the end of two weeks. 

On August 9th. | B. Lee who used to be a missionary oh the Reserve 
spent a few a th us and on the 12th. we motored him to Dr. Davis 
at Ohsweken with whom he stayed. 

The Manager of the local theatre entertained our children on 16th. 

On August md the water front in the kitchen stove burst and we found 
water all over the basement floor. 

Friday August 27th. the last day of the holidays we had a big night 

ice cream and games on the lawn. During the holidays we varied the 
diet as much as possible and served ice cream several times for suppé 
August 28th. the pupils returned from holidays;they were prompt and in 
good spirits. Some new pupils arrived two and three weeks ahead of 
time. Some children were even left without papers and had to be sent 
home. 

Monday August 30th. all departments of school work were re-opened in 
proper order. 

August 3lst. Mr. Rogers took 12 boys by truck to Toronto Hxhibition. 
Thess boys had done particularly well during the holidays and spent 

a very happy and instructive day, witnessing the Grand Stand Performance 
at its close. 

lst. September a car of coal was unloaded on this day and two others 
were handled during the month. 

Labour Day on September 6th. was a school holiday. 

September 9th. Mr. Williams of the Department and Colonel Morgan 
visited the school. 

September 26th. Major Rogers and « Smith attended Great War Veterans

Farm and Garden. This section of the country has been very ill-favoures 
by the weather this year. Hundreds of farmers have scareély seved 
any hay or grain but we have been particularly fortunate. There remai 
about five acres of hay uncut and we have garnered all the grain except 
about a dozen sheaves of rye which sprouted. Our wheat yieldéad 
forty bushels to the acre and our other crops were correspondingly good 
It was necessary to hire extra help as we had one man in hospital and 
whenever it was possible to draw in the grain we made a point of crowd-

the Six Nations Indians, It is a boarding echool for children from the nearby 
Tuscarora reserve, and is located on 300 acres of excellent land. This enables the 
carrying out of the dual instruction system, based on theoretical and practical 
work in the school room and practical work on the farm itself, for the boys, and 
domestic life for the girls. 

For many years the head of the institution and the rector of His Majesty's

Ghurch. During the early part of the quarter the services were conducted 
at the Institute and it was not until May 20th that we were able to 
attend the Mohawk Church, st which service there were a number of 
Baptisms. On May 27th His Grace the Archbishop of Huron conducted 

a Confirmation Service,the candidates having previously been prepared 

by Rev. 0. He Pe Owen. The Church was very prettgxly decorated for this 
occassion. 


Disoipline. This has been quite up to etandard during the quarter. 


Health. The health of the pupils has been exceptionally good. There 
Have been, however, a number of spring colds which have been difficult 


to control. 


Staff. Mr. Thurlow left April 2nd. and Mr. Raynor, & returned man who 
fias spent some years in Hospital, was engaged in his place. The officers 
gave Mr. Thurlow a very good send off from Hamilton. 


On April 29th. Mrs Hamilton, junior housekeeper, was taken seriously i11 
and it was necessary to send her to hospital. She was unable to 
return and Miss Smith who was engaged in her place collapsed at the end 
of a week. Mre Harrington was engaged on May 6th. and ia proving quite 
satisfactory. 


Clothing. The usual changes in clothing for this season were carried out 
The Boye receiving new overalls and the girls made themselves new issues 


of aprons. 


Notes. On April 4th. the kitchen stove collapsed. j@ had had consider- 
able trouble and expense with this stove for some time and the quickest 
replacement was by fas. we have had great satisfaction since replace- 
ment and are able to cook all meals for fifty eight cents per diem. 
April 5th. Major and Mre Rogerg went to Toronto making purchases. 

April 26th. A Clase from Wes Church Sunday school gave the pupils « 
very interesting evening in the Dining Hall. 

May 5th. We had two pupils who had been inmates of Hamilton Sanitarium 
and as we had to go to Hamilton on business we took them to visit there. 
May 17th. All pupils were taken to witness Cireus procession and a 
number of pupils went to the afternoon performance. 

Pupile had holiday after service on Good Friday and Raster Monday. The 
boys were all busy fishing and made some fine catches. Good Priday 
was @¢xosptionally hot and a large number of the senior girls attended 
the three hour service held at St. dudes. 

May 24th was a holiday for the pupils and some of the staff. At 9.30 am 
Barl Doolittle broke his finger whilet playing. This had to be X-rayed 
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and } very difficult case to set. Daily visits to the Doctor were 
nece ‘vy but the finger is now healed and doing well. 

In the eveuing of that day Major Bush and Mr. Chubb arrived and stayed 
several days making a very thorough inspection. 

May 25th. The Archbishop of Huron arrived for Confirmations the following 
day on the Reserve and here. 


Activities. On April 10th the girls wewe able to uncover flower beds 
and generally clean them up. The following day the storm windows 
were removed and cleaning commenced. During April the girlé@ made a 
number of rag rugs. 

May 4th. the lawn water service was connected. 

The City of Brantford have been relaying a number of sidewalks and 
gave us the broken sidewalks as they removed them. These have been 
laid crazy fashion from the school to the gate to make better going 
during the muddy weather and to avoid the lawns being ruined. This 
has also made a great improvement in appearances. 


Notes continued. May 28th. Rev. EB. Lee visited. Messrs Chubb, Bush, 
Tea and Rogers attended meeting at Kanyengeh prganised by Rev White. 
The following day. We were also visited by the United Church and 
Commercial Travellers Annual Conventions. These visitors were most 
interested and inspected the whole school in addition to sesing the 
Bibhe, Plate and Church. 

June 2nd. The Queen Anne Silver was used for Communion in the Church 
and kept out for the visit the following day of the Canadian Historical 
Society to see. 

June 8th. Rev. Owen left for England and the services have since been 
conducted by a student. 

June 16. Mre Stanley of the Stoney Mission and School spent the after- 
noon here. 

All the pupils attended the Brantford Industrial Bxhibit, as euests of 
the local Board of Trade. 

June 20th. The Blected Six Nations Council visited in a body and had 
a most interesting. time. 


Farm and Garden. The work was commenced late this year owing to weather 
Gonditions and the sale of garden produce was very slow owing to late 
frosts and wet weather. However, as we had ploughed every available 
piece of land last Fall we were able to get our crops in in better 

time them the average farmer of the distrhet, and prospects are quite 
good. We are growing five acres of tomatoes this year as a cash crop 
for sale to the Canning factory newly opened in Brantford. 

We took the gardener and some boys to plant up the flower beds at the 
Lady Willingdon Hospital.

Church. July lst. Dominion Day services were held at the School and 
during the holidays services were discontinued at the Mohawk Church 
and the pupils allowed to visit the local Churches. Rev. Owen 

who had been away in Bngland reopemed the School term with service 

at the Mohawk Church on August 26th. 

Staff. Mr. Ff. Hughes who has been with us as cattleman for some 

yeare left to manage a farm near Oakville and Mr. Howard was engaged 
to fill the vacency. 

Owing to the small number of boys remaining here for the holidays and 
the pressure of work it was necessary to «ngage Mr Lunday as extra 
help. 

Mr. Raynor, was ill for several days. 

Miss Hardie and Mies Hooper were both away for six weeks.and R. Howart 
had one weeks holiday. 

Discipline. On the whole this has been very satisfactory. This is 
que re Part to the fact that the parents and friends of the pupils 
are showing a much more friendly attitude towards the school. We 
fin@ much more co-operation now than we had before. 

Notes. School closed on July 14th. for six weeke and we had only forty 
pupils remain. Most of these were small and it was necessary to hire 
some of the bigger boys in order to maintain the farm work. All 
pupils remaining were able to have an enjoyable holiday. It was 
necessary for all to work part of the time but this work was interes 
spersed with visits to the Cinema, to the Park and the River. While 
at other timés they were given truck rides and minor treats. 

School opened in a most disappointing fashion. Had all returned 

who were expected and the new pwhls reported promptly we should have 
had a full school, but this year there seemed to be a shortage of 
money amongst the Indians and only those who weré near at hand were 
able to send the children in at the proper time. Several pupils we2 
were in the States, five asked for sick leave and others were kept 
in the berry fields until such time as sufficient money could be 
earned to pay the return fares. 

Major Rogers went with his Battery to Pettawawa Camp for Annual 
Firing practice on amgusk 25th. July. 

Mr. Sexsmith called on August 3rd. and the matter of arranging the 
gmaves of the Johnson family was discussed. 

On August 27th. the Principal and Mre Persall took a party of pupils 
who had behaved so splendidly during the holideys to Niagara Falis. 
This was a most pleasant and instructive day and in addition to the 
natural sights arrengements were made for the whole party to beem 
shown over the big Chippawa Hydro plant. Lunch was served in Victor 
Park and although we hed a very strenuous day we all returned home 
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fe we had had a wonderful day. 

Aw 9th. \Mfex Rogers took four girls to the Lady Willingdon 

Hospitel for mamination. 

September 4th. ‘Three boys started the Pall term atithe Collegiate 

and we were able to find. homes for several girls who had passed the 

Entrance Examination. In the case of the girls we find it much 

more satisfactory to place them in homes where they may carn a little 

pocket money than to keep them hereand allow them to attend the 

Collegiate. They have to leave the School early and cannot possibly 

return before 4.30 or 5.00 p.m. and we find better results ere obtain- 
ea when a girl ip so placed that she has to spend her noon hours occum@ 
pied. 

On Spetember 7th. Major and Mrs Rogers left for a holiday during 

which eight schools were visited. 

On September 27th. and 28th. the school for the first time placed 

some stock on exhibit and the Ohsweken Fair. Our boys were very 
proud of the results and we wewe glad to notice the good «ffect on 

the school morale. The classroom éxhibits were also of a very fine 
quality. 

On september 28th. Isobel Hill was taken to Hamilton to appear in 
Court in connection with an assault committed against hereduring the 
holidays and whilst in her Mother's care. We lent every assistance 
in the prosecution of this case and a convietion was secured. It 
was a matter of satisfaction to us to find the girls mother so willing 
to take action in this case as unfortunately the Indian mother is 
inclined to be callous on the question of the daughter's morals. 
September 29th. Mr. MacKenzie, Colonel and Mr. Fairchild visited. 

The Newport Women's Institute visited the school and were entertained 6 
to tea. This organisation has been very actively interested in 

some neglected Indian Children in the school. 

Clothing: The girlea have been issued withsmart new caps of blue, 

Piped with black, with the school badge. 

Improvements. During the holidays we completed the graining of the 
sokealeroome and the sewing rooms. These rooms and the small corridas 
were also Calsomined. These rooms now present a very fine appearance 
The flower beds were very attractive this year and have called for 
very complimentary remarks from nearly every visitor. This work is 
done by the girls under the supervision of Mrs Rogers. 

Farm and Garden. We have a very trying season but have had good result 
Owing to the wet spring crops were tremendously heavy to handle and 
the grain lodged badly. It was necessary to purchase a new binder 

in order to harvest the grain which we managed to harvest in good 
condition. We have not completely threshed yet but very satisfactory 
yields are expected. 

The garden crops were good although delayed by the wet wheather and 

we had a good yield of tomatoes which were grown for the Canning Facto-

Two pupils were taken to Ohsweken Hospital and were 
operated upon for adenoids and tonsils Sveral others who hed 
given us cause for concern ware examin and treatments given. 

On October 4th. the Church was decorated by the girls for the 
Harvest Thanksgiving services. 

During the quarter we had many visitors, including Hnglish teachers, 
here on Bxchang School Inspectors from South Africa and New 
Zealand; the Church Army workers; the Principal from Alert Bay; 
Clergymen from Hamilton; the Stratford on Avon Festival Company; 

and the Public School teachers from St. Catherine's. 

October 19th. Major and Mrs Rogers visited Toronto to purchase 
supplies. 

The School Inspector was here October 25th. 
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ber Z0th. The fire alarm system was overhauled. 
er S3lst. All Hallows Hve was celebrated by the pupils with 
‘ate usual frolics and fun. 

His Bxcellenoy the Governor General visited officially on November 
3rd. and he pronounced the following Monday to be a school holiday. 
November 8th. Mr. Phelan visited and conducted an audit. 

November 9th. and 10th. the local teachers held convention;on those 
two days we threshed. 

November llth. A Community Service was held at the Cenotaph. This 
was attended by all the Militia Units and every organisation in 
Brantford. Our pupils were also present and made a very credit- 
able appearance. 

November 23rd. The Douglas Seed Company presented the school with 
a lares quantity of imported bulbs which Mrs Rogers and the girls 
were ables to plant in time for Spring flowering. 

December 7th. All hands were busy unloading a car of coal. 
December 8th. This was a notable day for the boys. The local 
newspaper sponsored a Road Race for Indians and there were Five 
prizes. Present pupils secured three of these and a boy who has 
recently left wen another. This was run over a séven and half 
mile course against fifty two competitors, of which only 27 finish- 
ed. Of our thirteen entries there were none who did not finish. 
Since the Race, the proprietor has presented each entrant with a 
medal as an appreciation of their efforts. 

December 10th. The gas burner was removed from the water heater. 
December 12th. The Electric service swithh-box was found to be 

out of order and ivmediately repaired. 

December llth. Mr. Raynor's mother died. 

December 21st. The chitdren began to decorate for Christmas. 

On the 22nd. we had very few relatives visit owing to the bad con- 
dition of the roads. All the pupils were taken to town at least 
once before Christmas. 

Santa Claus arrived as usual and wvery child had a gift. 

On Christmas Day a special service was conducted by the Principal 
and a most happy day followed. The Dining Hall was very gay and 
a spé6écieal feast was prepared for every meal. In the evening we 
had a large masquerade party and there were many weird costumes 
improvised. 

The pupils were the guests of Mr. Ernie Moule of the local Theatre 
during Christmas ek. 

Owing to the kindness of several merchants and friends we were well 
supplied with fruit and candies. 

All the teachers had four days holiday arranged to include «either 
Christmas or New Year's Day and most of them have been off duty 
since with the prevalent influenza.

Discipline. We have had no serious breaches of discipline apart 
rom the bad influence of doe Hill. He has proved incorrigible 
end shown a very bad influence. He persistently absconded and 
always took weaker boys with him. 
Haélth. All the steff had suffered from the epedemic of "La Grippe’ 
which has been so prevalent and in most cases were off duty for 
several days. As we restricted visiting the pupils, fortunately, 
were not ¢xposed and we had very few cases amonest them. Marie 
Hill suffered from a bad abscess which required medical attention. 
Marjorie Hill who was attending the Collegiate and holding a posi- 
tion in town broke her wrist. We have had her in residence but 
arranged for her to enter service during the Waster Holidays. 
Bva Lickers, a diabetic case, complained of a cold and was ordered 
to bedon January 24th. She was found in a state of coma the fol- 
lowing morning and stimulants were administered pending the arrival 
of the Doctor. On his instructions she was removed to the 
hospital and died there. Pour pupils attended the dentist and 
two received treatment from an occulist. 
Staff. lfrs Harrington did not recover from the attack of "flu" 
and resigned. Her »ost was filled by Miss Gilmour. Mr. John 
Henderson ceased as an active member of the staf? at the beginning 
of the quarter. * Mr. Re Howarth resiened in order to take a 
course in field engineering.

AS directed by you, I visited the Mohawk 
Institute at Brantford on the 20th and 2lst instant. 


Immediately upon rival at the school, I 
interviewed Mr. Rogers with a vie to eliciting information 
regarding the reports that had reached the Department in 
connection with (a) purchase of farm by Principal and (b) 
rumours regarding Principal's intemperance. 


Rogers informed me that, about six we 
i a farm adjoining the Mohawk Institute rm. 
ghty-eight (88) acre > land with a good house 
and barn. He has already purchas eleven (11) saddle horses 
and it is his intention to conduct a riding school - asa 
matter of fact, he has already started and several residents 
of Brantford have arranged with him to receive riding 
instruction regularly. On the second day of my vir will 
2lst), he hired a man to conduct the riding school. 


About fifty (50) acres of this farm is 
cultivated - the s for this, Mr. Roge 8 3, has been 
supplied by himself whi 1e labour from é } (both 

yees and pupils), school farm machinery and 
has been used. further stated that it was 
to 1 f ol one half the proceeds of 
the crop raised on the acreage cultivated on his farm. He 
appeared to be of the opinion that this was a profitable 
arrangement for the school. 


From a departmental point of view, I bel 
that the ownership and the cultivation of the incipal's 
farm in the manner state presents y serious difficulty 


(1) Principal not devoting his ole to supervision of 
school; (2) use of school equipment school labour 
especially the Indian boys, on land y the Principal is 
likely to cause unfavourable critic i (3) possible profits 
very problematical. I pointed out attitude to Mr. Rogers 
and, while he agreed with me that 2 prop tion is open to 
the objections just stated, he still seemed convinced that 

the financial benefit accruing to the school would offset the 
disadvantages of the scheme. 
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We discussed the whole matter for some time 
and visited the farm and I informed Mr. Rogers that the matter 
would be placed before you for your decision. a 


{b) Rumours regarding Principal's intemperance. 
Mr. Rogers stated quite candidly that } had 
been arrested on May Srd on a charge of being under the 
influence of liquor while in charge of a car. ‘The case has 
not yet come to trial owing to the absence of Mr. Rogers' 
doctor, but Mr. Rogers was very emphatic in assuring me that 
there was no doubt about his innocence. His explanation of 
the incident i that he had been under the doctor's care 
for some ti and was troubled with insomnia. On the day 
in question, he had been sround the country with two friends 
in connection with the purchase of horses for his farm. At 
about three o'clock in the afternoon, they reached a certain 
farm where the two friends got out of the car and went in, 
presumably to look at horses. Mr. Rogers remained in the 
ear and says he fell asleep. The County Constable came 
along and arrested him and Mr. Rogers claims that persons 
animosity on the part of the Constable prompted this acti 
He was taken to the police station but was allowed out w 


two hours. 


Indian Superintendent, Colonel Morgan, 

appears convinces t t Rogers is frequently using liquor 

to exe 3 and, as a consequence, is not a proper person to 
be in charge of the school. At Colonel Morgan's request, I 
had a short talk with (1) Rev. Mr. Owens, (2) County Constable 
Blakeley and (3) Chief of Police of Brantford. Mr. Owens is 
the Anglican clergyman who attends the Mohawk Institute and he 
was of the same opinion as Colonel Morgan. ‘The County Constable 
claimed that Mr. Rogers was drinking to excess, but I must say 
that I was not very favourably impressed with this man. he 

i1ief of Police stated that, while he had never seen Mr. 
Rogers under the influence of liquor nor had any charge been 
previously laid against him, still many rumours had reached 
him and he felt that Mr. Rogers was not altogether the proper 
party for the position of Principal of the Moha stitute. 
I had a confidential talk with the Manager of the Bank of 
Montreal, where the school accoun s kept, and he had not

Mr. Rogers estimated that the expenditures for 
the balance of the quart will not exceed $3,000. The 
receipts will be about $2,200., ($1,800 balance of grant and 
$400 from sale of farm produce}. On this basis, there would 
be a deficit of approximately $1,800 at the end of the present 
quarter, which would be an improvement. 


As directed in your letter of January 24th, 
some of the hogs have been sold but the team of horses has 
not yet been disposed of as the Principal stated that he has 
been unable to secure a purchaser at the price he considers 
the team is worth.

4 great many visitors have called to see the institute and 
Queen Anne Plate,amone them was Dr. Guinesa who spoke very app- 
reciatively of the School and its work. 

The children,20 in number,who got no holidays wawe taken to 
Sprinebenk Park for a holiday.they were spevially interested in 
Zoo.ethe picnic was in the nature of a reward for good behaviour 
and compensation for the losa of holiday. 

A great deal of cleaning and painting has been done so that 
the building presents a very spick-and-span appearance inside. 

A change in the diet from skimmed milk to whole was much app- 
reciated by the pupils and should be good for ther physical de- 
velopement. 

A number of our boys competed in the races at Ohaweken Pair. 
Norman Lickers ran fiwst in the five-mile race with Harry Lickers 
third.Jesse Cayuga came first in the five-mile bicyole race.A 
four year old colt from the farm prepared and exhibited by Harry 
Lickers was awarded second prize in the general purpose class. 
Four prizes were awarded to garden stuff from here exhibited at 
the school fair. The whole school were eucsts at the Ohs.Fair. 

We have 6 boys and I girl attendine Colleriate from here .one 
other girl,Helen Miller,was removed by her parents after spend 
I6 days.They brought an order from Col.Morgan for her release.I 
was rather pleased as her removal made room for a needy case. 


FARM AND GARDEN. 

Harvesting is all completed and thrashing done.The yield was 
mood considerine the season.Our Oats were particularly sood.I sold 
the wheat soon after threshine,#6alising $532.62 I-30 per bushel 
The garden has paid well,but we suffered a severe loss in tomatoes 
and peppers from the early frost which was most unusual.We estim- 
ate that we lost about 3400.00.The late potatoes will be very 
poor pwine to the very ary summer. 

We have been unable to sell any of the horses.There seems to be 
no demand at preseht.The old brood mare died a few days ago. The 
loss was small as she was too old to be of any use.Another old ke 
horse will have to be got rid of this fall.If I cannot sell him 
I shall have him killed.Two or three old cows will heve to be 
sold.

NISCIPLING. 

On the whole the pupils have been food.There was 
quite an epidemic of rumming away when I,first took over but 
they seem to have settled down now that they have foynd out 
the reaction of the new Principal.A gratifying developement 
has beén the readinass of the pupils to cooperate inthe prevention 
of absconding.Breaches of this rule are making the offender 
distinctly unpopular. 

The most serious bre ach of diswvipline has been,also,a moral 
o*fence.There hace been several instances of theft,most of them 
by two boys and one gmirl.Here,too,Ihave emphasised the harm 
done to their school and race.The scholars as a whole seem to 
have responded to this appeal,so that I was able to bring the 
last culprit,who happened to be the most persistent offender, 
to trial before his peere.He admitted his euilt and as a pun- 
ishment was: "put through the lines"and deprived of teh trip 
to Oshweken Pair. 


HSALTH. 

The health'of the schobl has been good.There was a mild 
6pidemic of !fUMPS.Three of the girls,the Curly sisters andGertie 
Hill were taken to Lady Willingdon Hospital for tonsilectomies. 
There are three pupils,Ambrose and Lorne Cayuga and Mary Batiste 
awe receiving treatments for eye trouble.The two boy#® beran them 
before holidays.George Hill and Lorne Cayuea suffered fractures 
of the forearm but are doing well.

The ast bailding of the Mohawk Inetitute wae ef t- 


ted juet east of the cottage, opposite the Church "Fis 
Majeety's Chapel of the Mohawks." The preeent site was 
choeen in 1659 when 4 square white brick building wae 
erected. Sometime before 1872 when Mir. Rs Ashton became 
the Principal, a wing at the back of the building had been 
added, where the Sr. School, the puptis' dining hall and 
the boys' dormetory were located. In 1886 @ wing for the 
Principal's residence was added to the north-west of the 
main building. In 1891 a larger wing was adéed to the 
south east of the main building, where the Jr. School, 
the gwirls’ dormetoricee ard the girls’ play-room were located. 
This whole buildin was destroyed by fire in April 19, 
1903. It was set on fire by the following boys: Isiah Antone, 
Roy Wilson, Jesse Debo ané Frank Winnie, On May 7. ‘They also 
eet fire to the barne, and on June 19 the boye' play hovee. 
Numbers of the pupils were reduceé, leaving abot 40 bove and 
46 girle. Temporary buildinge were put up on the place for 
the accommodation of the toys. But the building which had 
been the Ladies College in tre city wae rented for the girls 
they and some of the staff lived for two months. ‘Then 
they were removed to the 014 Parsonage, where temporar, add- 
itions had been made.

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PASSES AWAY AT 
GRIMSBY HOME 


For a Lengthy Period He 
Was Head of the Mohawk 
Institute 


His Interests Included 
Many Widespread 
Activities 
There passed awsy yesterday at the 
home of his son, Major A. Nelles Ash- 
ton, Grimsby, Rev. Robert Ashton, 
for many years superintendent of the | 
Mohawk Institute from October, 1872 
until 1910, and incumbent of “Saint 
| Paul's His Majesty's Chapel of the 
Mohawks,” more familiarly known as 
|the “Mohawk Church,” from 1885 to 
1915. Born i England, February 13. 
1843, the son of Mr. and Mrs. Charles 
Ashton, he had attained the ripe age 
of 87 years. In his early life he was 
associated with the staff of the Mid- 
dilesex Industrial school, and came to 
Canada when still quite a young man 
to assume charge of the Mohawk In- 
stitute, then under the auspices of 
the New England Company, and he 
was their representative in Canada 

until 1910, 

He speedily and most effectively 
took hold of the position, and for 
nearly half a century discharged the 
many difficult duties of the post With | 
unsparing zeal, In exercising super- 
vision over the education of pupils of | 
both sexes, in the school room, and 
on the farm or in domestic duties, he 
manifested great ekill, and his ad- 
| vice was frequently sought and h‘s/ 
methods followed by many kindred 
institutions, not alone in Canada but 
also in the United States. His love 
of the picturesque led him to beautify 
| the grounds so that they became one 
| of the local show places, and the pro- 
| duction of greenhouse and garden 
| flowers was also another most suc- 
cessful hobby. Indeed, his all round 
management of the property was 
such as to secure a handsome annual 
revenue, applied to’ the expenses of 
the school, in addition to meeting 
the wants of the pupils. He took holy 
orders on June 11, 1903, and his ver- 
mons, delivered each Sunday in Mo- 
hawk church, were models of reas-

This was done entire- 
ly at his own expense and was his 
gift to the cricket club of that per- 
jod, of which he was the honorary 
president, In the Wednesday after- 
noon matches which prevailed for a 
considerable period, he took a very 

| deep interest and frequently acted 
as umpire, his profound knowledg? 
| of the sport rendering him a most | 
efficient official in this respect, He 
always saw that a marquee was 
erected and that the numerous visi- 
tors at these events were most hos- 
Pitably looked after. It is not too 
much to say that it was through 
this kindly concern that the sport 
was for many years retained in 
Brantford at a period when other 
more modern games threatened to| 
engulf it. He was also one of the 
early golfers here.

| deep interest. He was a member and 
| Past Master of Doric Lodge A. FP.) 
and A. M,, District Deputy Grand} 
Master for a long period, and had |

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Included in the above disbursements and also in the 
Debit Balance is a payment made of $776.00 for insurance. This 
insurance has always been paid by the New England Company and the 
accounts have been forwardei by the Reverend Principal to them but 
he has not yet received reimbursement. 


It should, also, be noted that the earnings for the 
quarter ended December 31st, 1930, amounting to $5,459.20, were not 
forwarded until January 8th, 1931, and are, therefore, not included 
in the above statement of receipts to December 3lst, 1930. 


FINANCIAL PROSPECTS FOR CALENDAR YEAR 1931:- 


Out of the proceeds of the December quarter earnings, viz., 
$5,459.20, which, as noted above, reached the school on January 8th, 
1931, the overdraft at the bank and the outstanding cheques were 
paid, leaving $2,035.39 to the credit of the school. By the end of 
January, payment of current accounts had reduced this to practically 
zero. Consequently, it will be necessary to have another overdraft 
for the months of February and March, 1931. The future financial 
condition of the school was discussed very carefully with the 
Principal and he feels hopeful that, by the end of the current 
calendar year, there will be a credit balance. This feeling is 
based on the following estimate :-

‘reasonably.

I visited the barns and outbuildings and found the 
machinery had been well stored for the winter and that all the live 
stock was in good shape. The following is an inventory of the live

Zire Protection:~ 


The school appeare to have adequate fire protection, 
particularly when it is noted that it is connected with the 
water works system of the City of Brantford, which ensures an 
emple supply of water in case of fire and, also, the sesistance 
of the Brantford Fire Department. 


The platforms at the bottom of two of the fire 


escapes require repairs. This matter is mentioned under the 
heading "Repairs". 


Lave Stoek:- 


The cows are registered Holsteins and are regularly 
tested. Just previous to my visit, it was discovered that they 


were suffering from “Bang's disease". As m result, it was 
necessary to dispose of 11 cows. This leaves 7 milkers, 
whieh ie not enough for the Mohawk School. The Prineipal will 
secure approximately $275.00 for the 11 cows sold and he intends 
to purchase, at least, 4 fresh cows to add to the herd. 


The school has 11 horses and a large number of pigs. 


Zipanses'~ 


A careful check was made of the finances from the date 
of the last inspection, in May, 1933, to the end of June, 1934. 
The Bank Account is in the Bank of Montreal and stands in the 
mame of "The Mohawk Institute - Brantford". All eheques are 
signed “Mohawk Institute - Horace W. Snell, Prineipal." 


Following the last inspection, the Bank of Montreal 
was informed that no overdraft privileges should be allowed the 
school. From a review of the Bank Account, I may informs you 
that our instructions have been strictly complied with. 


Receipted accounts for all expenditures made between 
April ist, 1933, and June 350th, 1934, were produced by the 
Principal and checked with the quarterly financial statements 
that he has submitted to the Department. The cancelled cheques 
were also checked with the Bank Account. All were in good 
order and found to be correct.

The Principal is Reverend H. W. Snell, Bs As» 
and he has a staff of eleven (11) persons. As you are, 
no doubt, aware, there have been several cases of truancy 
at this school during the past year and, in addition, 

I was informed by the Indian Superintendent, Colonel 
Morgan, that he receives complaints from time to time 
regarding the conduct of the boys. Some people hav 
reported that boys from the Mohawk Institute have stolen 
money from their milk bottles, while others state that the 
vey are allowed to go uptown and they annoy people by 
asking for permission to do odd jobs and, if they are not 
engaged, they ask for money.

I discussed all these matters very fully with the 
Principal and I am inclined to feel that there is some truth 
in the complaints that have been received. Mr. 0. R.

I am not at 
all satisfied that he exerts proper discipline over the boys, 
although Mr. Snell considers i ort @ very suitable man.

The Department pores that, ae a result of 
official letter of the 26th ultimo, arrangements would have 
been made before this for the proper supervision of the boys. 
Thies matter has now reached a stage where drastic action must 
be taken by you, or there is likely to be wery serious results. 


Please let me know at once if the electric bell 
from the doors leading to the fire escapes has been installed.

I am indéed surpbised at the reperte referred to 
in your letier No. 32-0-1, 14th inst. It is true that 
some boys were at the dump. This is a habit that we i 
have been combating for some time and which recurs at 
intervals even with the most careful watching. The 
boys referred were detected by us and were thoroughly 
punished, But it is certainly not a regular occurence, 


As to the boys being seen at all hours in the city 
I am certain there is no foundation for the statement. 
The doors are locked at eight o'clock each night and 
the boys are all sent to bed at nine o'clock, the jun- 
iors at eight immediately after chapel. The dormitories 
are inspected to see that all are in bed at intervals 
during the evening. The electric bell with switches 
controlled by the fire-escape doors was installed im- 
mediately after Mr. Phelan visited us and as the bell 
is in the bedroom of the boys' master, it would be im- 
possible for any boy to leave the building without a- 
rousing him. I am sneer y hink that any Indian 
boy seen on the street h iohawk Institute and there 
are many Indians living in the city. 


I have made inquiries from several people living 
near the Institute as to whether our boys ever gave 
them any trouble and they have all stated that the boys 
gave tham no trouble. One lady remarked that they were 
likely to be blamed for much that was done by other boys, 


The only times any boys have not been in the dpr- 
mitory were cases of truancy. In one case the four boys 
returned voluntarily the next day. In the other we fonnd 
them near Norwich, 


I am glad to report that I em having the fullest 
co-operation from Mr, Pengelley. He could not give more 
supervision than he does without leaving undone the mech- 
enical repairs that are part of his duties. 


I should be pleased to know who are the people who 
make these complaints. No one 


has said anything to me.

reference to expenditure to be a sum of $90.00, paid to 
the Rev. H. W. Snell ae caretaker of Mohawk Ohurch.

I regret to note the recommendation to discqn- 
tinue the greenhouse here. It wo.ld mean the loss 
of so much révenue that the difficulties of keeping 
accounts balanced would be very materially increased, 
In fact I cannot see how I could possibly make ends 
meet without the revenue received from this source, 
During the last fifteen years the cash revenue from 
the garden has averaged $1800.00 and about ninety 
per cent of this has come from the greenhouse. The 
lowest year was 1953 when the cash receipts dropped 
to $740. But there has been a steady increase since, 
$634.55 in 1934 and 1187.32 in 1955. With further 
improvements in the economic conditions this may be 
expected to con'inue to rise to the average. The 
current eost of running the greenhouse is very smell, 
the only expenses being coal, about $170, seeds about 
$90 and a few hoes, pots ete amounting to less than 
7100.00 per year. This leaves, in a normal year, 
several hundfed dollars more than enough cash received 
to pay the gardener whom we should need in any case. 
To these receipts would be added about $1000 per yeer 
for vegetables sent into the house and also the cost 
of vegetable and fiower plants that would amount to 
nearly $500.00 if we had to purchase them on the market, 

Qwing to the large amount of work by the gardener, 
the plant itself is now in excellent condition and =k 
should need no permanent repairs worth mentioning 
for years to come. All this,together with the new 
heating equipment recently installed,would be use- 
less and necessarily fall into decay for lack of use, 

I trust, therefore, that the Department will not 
insist on the closing up of the greenhouse. 

The suggestion in paragraph 4 has been attended to 
and we shell have 200 chickens on May lst.

The boys do get a good deal of manual training 
under the Boys’ Master and Mechanic. All repairs to 
equipment and plant that can be done by ourselves are 
almost entirely done by the boys under the direction 
of the boys Master. This involves considerable train- 
ing in carpentry, plumbing, painting and repairs to 
machinery. As an example, the new metallic ceiling 
in the mior school room last year was done entirely 
by boys, the boys master merely giving the directions 
and instructions necessary. I may say that it compares 
more than favourably with the eeiling in the junior room 
installed by regular workmen some years ago. In addition 
to this, the boys are given instruction in the making 
of models of various kinds, bird houses ete. The exc- 
@llence of their work is shown by the faet that four of 
the five prizes awarded at Ohsweken Fair were won by 
our boys. I am convineed that the boys here get a 
better training in manual work than they could get in 
any of our Publie Sehools where Manual Teaining is given.

I have received a letter from a lawyer, H. H. 
Craig, of Toronto, a copy of which he sent to you. 


In connection therewith, I may say that the matter 
had been reported to me three weeks before by the boy's 
aunt end I had made a thorough investigation. A num 
ber of other boys were present at the time and they ag- 
reed that the boy deserved what punishment he received, 
that it had been done only with a light strap, and that 
it consisted of three strokes on each hand and that the 
boy was hit ho place else and did not even cry as a re~ 
ault of the punishment. The boys who were there are 
entirely reliable (whieh Ross is not) and I have no doubt 
as to the truth of their statements. None of them had 
any knowledge of how the boy had received the bruises 
that his aunt found on his arms. 


Mr. Lager, who is mentioned in the complaint is 
particularly wise and kind in his treatment of the boys 
and the boys whom I examined testified to his kindness 
and to the high esteem in which the boys hold him. 


4s you have not written me in this matter, I pre- 
sume that you have not taken the report as true but I 
felt that you should have a statement of the facts of the 
case.

You have nto attempted to give any explanation as to how the 
boy received the injuries. 


As I pointed out in my last letter to 
you injuries, such as he received, do not happen without some 
Cause and those injuries alone are better proof of the truth 
of his story, than any words written or spoken by you. Apart 
from the injuries received by the boy, his story is confirmed 
by your letter in which you admit that the boy was strapped, 


not by a proper regulation strap as provided for such a purpose 
put by a belt which belonged to one of your staff, and further 
that the boy was punished at the hen house in place of being 
taken by the membér of the staff into the office or some other 
place for punishment. 


I still think that in fairness to my 
client some explanation should be given as to the cause of the 
boy's injuries.

Mr Snell informs me that you desire a signed statement 
regarding the reprimand and punishment administered to a 
pupil, Ross Chrysler some two weeks before the holidays by 
myself. This I am pleased to submit for your satisfaction. 

On the particular day I was supervising some work at 
the poultry building when I heard a terrifying scream and 
one of the boys outside directed my attention to Ross 
throwing stones at a little fellow around five years of age 
by the name of Hubie Hill, I immediately went out of the 
building and called to the Chrysler boy to stop but he 
ignored me and continued to stone the Hill child. I 
distinctly heard two of the stones thud against the ehilas 
body and I was roughly one hundred and fifty feet away. 

I ran up t@ the boys and asked what Ross was thinking about 
throwing stones with such violence at so small a boy and 


also explained the serious consequences that may result, 


he , 
AP this Method, Ifound he was notpenit@t so I gave him 


four straps on the palm of each hahd to which he amiled so 
I again spoke to the boy and asked him how he would feel 
had he placed Hubée in a world of complete darkness for the 
ress’ of his life by blinding him,and to this end I was 
shocessful in making the boy feel sorry,also gainigg his 
assurance that he would not throw stones again. 


over. 
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Mr. Lager had always treated him kindly and that he was not 
held in fear by him or the other boys. 

Mr. Lager did not punish the boy in my presence, I can- 
not find that the principals of any of our Public Schools re- 
quire that the staff shall administer punishment only in the 
presence of the principal. I would not say that it is usual 
to punish pupils in the presence of other pupils but it does 
happen occasionally. In this case it was fortunate as I was 
able to get corroboration for Mr. Lager's report of the in- 
cident. 


I could not be definite regarding the cause of the boy's 


bruises as they hed not been reported to any of the staff 
and none of the boys had any knowledge of them. Ross tohkd 
me last night that he had only two bruises, one on his groin 
and one, a very small one,on his wrist. I am inclined to 
think that both the mother and aunt exaggerated the boy's 
story to them and the condition in which he was found. 

The lawyer was depending entirely on the story as told 
by the mother. Ross told me last night that he had not 
seen the lawyer. 

I suppose I was a bit curt in my lest letter to Mr.Craig 
but I had sent him a courteous and truthful statement of the

The Department has secured two reports from the 
Reverend H. W. Snell, Principal of the Mohawk Institute, 
Brantford, Ont., relating to the punishment of the above 
named pil. The Principal has also sent forward the belt 
with which the punishment was administered and a statement, 
signed by Cyril H. Lager, a copy of which is enclosed 
herewith for your information. 


The statement signed by Mr. Lager appears to the 
officials here to be a rather straight forward summary of 
the events which prompted him to punish Rose Chrysler. The 
belt sent forward is a light summer belt, much lighter than 
the regulation strap ordinarily used, and is a belt that 
might form of a boy’s wearing apparel during the 
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summer months. I am, personally, convinced that no serious 
nfile 


saueey could be i ted upon a pupil by the use of this 
belt. 


The reports before us are not wholly satisfactory 
in that they do not be Ce how Rose Chrysler received the 
juries. @ it possible that the reports of this boy's 
injury received by you were somewhat exaggerated? 


I have failed to discover, in the records here, 
a single complaint that has reached the Departient, with 
respect to harsh treatment, from any il in attendance at 
the Mohawk Inetitute or from any indiv who might have 
written on behalf of sueh pupils. The ssion received 
by the officials whe have visited the Institute was that 
both the Principal and Mr. were exceedingly peecer 
with the boye and girls in at ance at the school. 

These facts, I feel, should be given due consideration in 
reviewing the complaint of Ross Chrysler and should be

We must ineiet, therefore, that 
the mother of Rese Chrysler return to the reserve before 
his elaim for re-admission to the school ean be considered 
by the Department.

On the occasion of my recent visit to the 
Mohawk Institute Indian Superintendent Randle and 
myself went over the whole school with a view to 
examining the work that has been recently done. 


On entering the wash rooms used by the girls 
in the basement I was extremely disappointed to notice 
papers scattered over the floor and in spite of the 


newly decorated walls and ceilings the rooms appeared 
as if no supervision was being ven to the girls. 


I feel it is almost unnecessary for me to point 
out that the Department expects the staff of the Mohawk 
Institute to see that all rooms in the building are kept 
in a cleanly condition. 


The Indian Superintendent, Major B.P. Randle, 
is being requested to visit the Mohawk Institute within 
the next month and to report to the Department any room 
that is not in the condition in which it should be. 


I was especially sorry to see the condition of 
these rooms in the basement on the dey on which I was 
there because I understand that later in the afternoon 
a mber of your staff accompanied one of the leading 
members of the American Delegation through the basement. 
Certainly this gentleman could not have obtained a very 
good opinion of the training given the girls in the 
matter of cleanliness of the rooms which they are occupying.

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On @ subsequent occasion we were told that 
arrangements were being made whereby overdrafts should not 
be necessary, but from time to time we have been requested 
by Mr. Snell to allow some special overdrafts pending the 
receipt of delayed funds from Ottawa, and to some extent we 
have complied. 
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On May 7th, 1940, the account was placed in 
funds with a deposit of $4,805., but we notice today that 
cheques since paid have created an overdraft, which amounts 
this evening to $897.50.

We visited and make an inspection of the Mohawk 
Institute. The Principal of the school, the Reverend H.W, 
Snell, was absent, making certain purchases from wholesake 
houses in Hamilton. “egspite the substantial sums spent from 
year to year on the upkeep and repair of this building,.the 
structure is by no means in first-class shape. The whole 
atmosphere in the school appears to be somewhat depressing 
and the rooms, particularly the bedrooms, rather bleak and 
unattractive. We were particularly interested, however in 
his farming operations and in his live stock, 4e appears 
to have a good farming instructor, “r, Arneil and I questioned 
ioned this instructor rather closely in respect ot his dairy 
herd, which appears to be somewhat depleted,and to the 
number of Yorkshire hogs that he is feeding this winter. 
When we expressed surprise at the small number of hogs in 
the piggery, he intimated thatiit was exceedingly difficult 
to secure the funds necessay to multiply the number of hogs 
at the school. + did not question him closely byt came away 
with the impression that the cattle and hogs produced at this 
school during the last two or three years have not been equal 
to the nuber consumed at the premises. Mr. *mell is an old 
man ahd has never been a good administrator at any time. He 
never appears to have a good grip on his finances. If this 
school is to be kept open and in operation, it might very 
well become a government-operated institution, folléwing the 
withdrawal of the annual grant now made by the New England 
Company.

Our Brantford office has been checking on the use of gasoline purchased 
on surrender of gasoline coupons from ration books issued in respect of a truck owned 
by Mohawk Institute. It appears the truck has not been in operation during the 
current rationing year but on September 6 one hundred and fifty-six coupons were 
missing from the books issued for the truck. e Reverend Mr, Snell was questioned 
regerding these coupons end at first stated they had been used to obtain gasoline 
which hed been used in the truck. Later he made a statement admitting thet gasoline 
had been used in ea Plymouth passenger car owned by the Institute. Order Oil 12-1944 
provides that gasoline acquired on surrender of coupons issued for one vehicle shell 
not be used in another vehicle. Although the facts es reported indicate a violation 
of the applicable order we are not recommending prosecution for it appears the gas- 


oline has been used for purposes connected with the operation of the Institute.

Canon Townshend and I greatly appreciated our interview 
with you this morning and your courtesy and frankness in discussing 
with us, as you did, the future of the Mohawk Institute. We were 
sorry that Dr. Alderwood was unable to be with us. 
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I am writing now to record our understanding of the matter 
discussed and the agreement reached, 


CANADA 
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In my letter to you of May 29th I summarized our interview 
of that date. A copy of that letter, together with your reply of 
June Srd are before me as I write. Since my letter of May 29th I 
have written you on August 2lst and October 19th telling of cables 
received from the New England Company enquiring as to the progress 
of negotiations and my replies, and again on November Sth stating, 
as already reported to you, that our Board of Management at its 
annual meeting had agreed to take over the administration of the 
Mohawk Institute. Your letters of August 23rd, October 19th, and 
October 23rd relating to these subjects were duly received. 
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Our conference this morning helped greatly to clear away 
misunderstandings and enable us to see the real issue more clearly. 
This would seem now to narrow down to an altefative which you 
stated and which, at our request, you kindly agreed to put in writing. 
Our understanding of that alternative is: 


Indian Affairs. 


1. That Government, by the terms of the new agreement with 
the New England Company, continue the Institute under its 
direct administration; that the appointment of a Principal, 
acceptable to the Bishop of Huron. and a Chaplain nominated 
by him and the setting up of an Advisory Committee be pro- 
vided for as outlined in my letter of May 29th and yours 
of June Srd; and that this be regarded as an experiment 
for three - or possibly four = years, at the end of which 
time the whole matter would be reconsidered. 
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That the Institute be placed under the administration of 
the Church of England through either the M.S.C.C. or the 
Diocese of Huron. In that case it was your opinion 


a. That the agreement now under consideration between 
the New England Company and Government would need 
to be replaced by an agreement between the Company 
and M.S.C.C. or the Diocese of Huron. 


That Government would continue its per capita grants 
as paid in 1944. 


That with the discontinuance of the New England Company's 
annual grant, this would likely involve additional e 
expenditure for M.S.C.C. - or the Diocese - of from 
$8,000 to $12,000 per annum. 


I feel sure it will help greatly in arriving at a definite 
decision to have the issue thus defined in the form of an alternative. 
I hope that such a decision may be reached when our Executive 
Committee next meets, which will be in February. 


Meanwhile, as agreed, I shall write to the New England 


Company telling them that the negotiations are proceeding, and 
that we hope to arrive at 4 definite and amicable agreement before 


the end of February.

The matter of the Mohawk Institute, Brantford, being 
taken over by ovr Missionary Society was discussed on Tuesday 
of this week in Toronto by the Executive of our Society. 


I may say that the definite and authoritative step to 
the above end was taken last September by the parent body of 
our missionary work which we call the Board of Management. The 
Committee which met on Tuesday last in Toronto was only the 
Executive of this parent body and is therefore charged only 
with the carrying out of the directions of the Board of Manage- 


ment. 


In undertaking this task the Executive Committee found 
itself in need of some further information on certain points 
with regard to the Mohawk Institution management, and it 
therefore deferred taking the necessary steps until its meeting 
next May. 


If I understand the situation correctly there is a desire 
on the part of your Department to clear up the matter of the 
Principalship of the School.

In view of the fact that we have 
not yet received from the New England Company for execution 
by the Crown, the lease forwarded to them in July of last 
year, it is difficult for me to see how we can keep the 


Mohewk Institute open and in operation after the close of 
the present school year. I have not hed an opportunity to 
give the matter the study to which it is, undoubtedly, en- 
titled, but I doubt very much if we could use Parliamentary 
appropriations for the repair of a building thet is not 
owmed by the Government and is not under lease by the Govern- 
ment. I am definitely of the opinion also that we are not 
likely to reeeive this lease of which I speak from the New 
Englani Company until the Governor of that Company has an 
assurance from the Ghureh of Mngland authorities in Canade 
that the differences between them and the Government on the 
operating of the school have been amicably settled.

A crisis which has arisen in the 
history of the Mohawk Institute in 
Brantford, the Anglican Indian 
Residential School, a crisis which 
“to all practical intentional pur- 
poses” may remove the school from

Changes Sought 

Certain proposals to reorganize 
the school and change its character 
from a religious foundation to an 
exclusively educational one have 
been made. Through the help of

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This school, as you are no doubt aware, 

has been operated since its inception, with two exceptions, 
under the direction and guidance of Clergymen of the Anglican 
Church in Canada, The appointment of Mr. Hill, therefore, 
constitutes a somewhat radical change in policy, but one for 
which provision is made in the lease sent forward for execu- 
tion to the New England Company. We do feel, however, that 
before the offer of the Principalship is made to Mr. Hill, 
the matter should be discussed with the Archbishop of Huron, 
and his consent, if at all possible, to the arrangement ob- 
tained. While we are under no legal obligation to consult the 
Archbishop in this regard, it is, in our judgment, of the ut~ 
most importance for the success of the school that he should 
sanction this change in policy, and that the closest possible 
cooperation should exist between the Archbishop and the Anglican 
Church authorities in the operation of this Residential School. 
Indeed, it would appear to us that under the new arrangement 
cooperation in the future should be as close, or perhaps closer, 
than it has been at any time in the past. Provision has been 
made in the new lease, copy of which 1s no doubt in the poss- 

ion of the Archbishop, whereby en Anglican Clergyman will 


be employed to take charge of the Mohawk Chapel and this Clergy- 
man also be responsible for providing religious instruction to 
the pupils enrolled at the school.

This was, however, the day when all were 
expecting the German surrender, The Clergy were told to stand by 
their parishes awaiting the news. The man concerned telephoned 
Brantford, as you know, to say that he could not attend. Asa 
consequence I received a letter from Mr.Hoey which contained, not 
unnaturally, a tone of criticism for our failure to co-operate. I 
therefore telegraphed him explaining the circumstances and followed 
it with a letter asking for another appointment. It is these 
messages to which I have received no reply.

Our Committee yesterday felt that the probable reason for this 
is that Mir.Hoey was waiting for further nominations from me, since 
he had asked for three. This possibility had not occurred to me 
and I am therefore writing Mir.Hoey again at the request of the 
Committee making further nominations. As he had asked for the names 
of three Clergy between thirty and forty years of age I feel that, 
if the above interpretation of the situation is correct, I should 
comply with his original request and I am doing so. It appeared to 
our Committee that this was the proper action to take at this stage 
rather than to decide upon the nomination of lMr.Hill. When I hear 
from the Department I will of course communicate with you at once.

Hill should be appointed as Principal and Matron respectively, 

and on 6th June I met these persons in Colonel Randle's office. 
Following this interview I called our committee to discuss the 
matter again. The result was my letter to you of 15th June, in 
which I continue to comply with your request for the nomination 

of three Clergy. Any of those I nominated has every qualification 
for the position, particularly two of them, the Rev. L. J. Pat- 
terson and the Rev. W. J. Zimmerman, full information about whom 

I included in my letter. It will thus be seen that we here have 
been endeavouring to comply with your requests. 


Our committee further asks me to say that it is at a loss 
to know why your Department finds itself unable to make an 
appointment from one of these nominations, particularly in view 
of the fact that you yourself sugge the appointment of Mr. Hill. 
It is true, of course, that the lease forwarded to the New 
England Company “almost a year ago" has not been returned, but 
some understanding will ultimately be arrived at and in the 
meantime our committee realizes, as of course you do, the necessity 
of carrying on the School, There must be a Principal of the 
Institution and, our committee feels that my nominations should 
be acted upon. 


After careful discussion our committee is of the opinion 
that the appointment of an Indian as head of the Institution is 
definitely undesirable. This involves no criticism whatever of 
Mr. Hill whose qualifications as a teacher, and those of his 
wife as Matron, are appreciated. The committee believes, however, 
that the supervision of a staff of teachers and other officers in 
the School, always a difficult matter as experience has shown, 
is likely to be much more successful in hands other than those of 
an Indian, however well qualified he might be. In any case I have 
been but endeavouring to comply with your own recuest,. 


As the end of June is at hand, and Mr. Snell's retirement 
is presumably arranged for » end of that month, the committee 
suggests that, in order to have time to hear from the New England 
Company, Mr. Snell be continued temporarily in the position until 
September. Otherwise a disastrous situation must arise. 


The Church of England in this Diocese represented by the 
official body, the Synod of Huron, is willing and well able to 
carry on the administration of this Institution in accordance 
with the undertaking of your Department to pay the per capita 
grants. We are convinced that it can be so managed to pay its 
way. 


I am today sending another Air Mail letter to the New England 
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Mr. R, A. Hoey, 
Ottawa, Ontario. 


Company explaining to them the situation again and asking that 
they agree to lease the property to the Synod of Huron. There 
would appear to be no real reason why they should not comply.

In the absence of a regularly 
executed lease, I find it difficult to understand how the 
Government could assume responsibility for the operation 
of the Mohawk Institute or for extending the service of 
the Principal now in charge. In view of the fact that this 
lease was sent forward to the Company about « year ago, one 
might reasonably expect e decision from them at an early 
date. I have asked the Ohief of the Training Division to 
proceed to Brantford early next weck to make an inventory of 
the stook on the school farm and the equipment at the school 
itself. This official will also attempt to reach an agree- 
ment with Superintendent Randle, whereby the latter will cive 
nominal supervision to the farming and other operations at 
the school until we have an opinion from the New England Com 
pany with respect to the future of the Institution.

Having had no reply yet 
from you, though I know that the cable lines are heavily loaded 
with militery and politicel messages just now, I think perhaps I 
had better write again to say to you that the sitwation ir the 
Institute is acute, 


4 revised lease was sent to you by the Indian Department over 
& year ago, the terms of which came to our attention only 
accidentally. they were, in our opinion, of a highly objectionable 
character, tending to a complete secularization of the School 
though the relicious purposes of the School have been foremost 
throughout its history. I therefore cabled you under date of 
15th April, 1944, asking you not to sign the lease as it was likely 
that the Church here would take over the administration of the 
Sehool if you agreed. 


As a result of negotiations with the Department the original 
terms of the above lease were altered and the Government undertook 
to accept my nominations for Principal and to continue the per 
capita grants. I do not know whether you have been informed of 
this change. We felt, however, that the control of the Church 
over the Institution should be quite definite as its influence 
is profound in its effects upon home mission work, particularly 
in the Mohawk Seserve.

Le Bove Wo Je Zimmerman: 

Mr. Zimmerman is 39 years of age and was ordained 
to the Priesthood of the Chureh of England in 1936. Since 
that date he has held two or three pastorates and, in 
addition, has spent some months with Canon Paul, who is 
the Anglican Missionary on the Big Island Lake tndian Re- 
serve, Onion Lake Agency, Saskatchewan. Mr. Zimmerman 
possesses a B.A. Degree from Toronto University and 
an M.A. Degree from Columbia 


Mr. Zimmerman has conducted Children's Ca 
for three years during the summer months and has always 
had very close connection with the Young People's Organisz- 
ations of the Chureh of England. He was born on a farm 
and has a background of rural experience, which he claims 
to have increased by serving entirely in rural areas. He 
has one child and it is stated that his wife would be 
capable of carrying out the duties of Matron. 


2, Rev. J. Billingsley: 


Mr. BAlineeey has served in four different 
pastorates for the past 15 years. He is 56 years of age 
and has one child. He holds a B.A. Degree from Western 
University. He has a pleasing personality and made ea good 
impression. He is reasonably familiar with farming con- 
Gitions, as he has served almost exclusively in country 
parishes. 


Be le Jo Patterson: 


Mr. Patterson is at present Rector of 
Chureh of England in Sarnia. He served for the past six 
years in rural parishes. He is 31 years of age and has 
two children. 


Mr. Patterson holds a B.A. Degree from Western 
University. His wife is 26 years of age and before her 
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marriage she taught school, being 1 Normal-trained teacher. 
Mr. Patterson has considerable knowledge of farming, as he 
was born and raised on a farm and during his university 
course spent his summers at farm work. 


All three of thé above-named zentlemen made 
a@ very excellent impression on the Committee, and while 
none of them can be said to have any actua’ knowledge of 
Indian work or the work in an Indian residential school, 
at the seme time their educational qualifications and 
general knowledge appear sufficient to justify the belief 
that any one of them would probably make a reasonably good 
principal. However, if a choice was being made, the Commit- 
tee was unanimous in agreeing that Rev, Mr. Zimmerman should 
receive first consideration, as, while the other two had 
some advantages, he appear to be the best qualified. 


Before making a decidion on the principalship 
of this school, the committee felt that we should again 
bring to your attention the suggestion to appoint Mr. J. C,. 
Hill, a member of the Six Nations Band, as principal. Mr. 

as you know, has given several years of splendid 

se @ on the 81x Nations Re ve, as teacher at two or 
three of the Indian day schools. Mr. Hill is a Normal- 
trained teacher, 51 years of age. In addition to his Normal 
heme he possesses the following special certificates: 
Manual Training; Agriculture and Horticulture, Physical 
Training; Reereational Leadership and Religious Instruction. 
Obtaining the agricultural and horticultural certificates 


necessitated his attending Ontario faye eee S02? College, 


Guelph, for 2 years. He also spent two years at the 
Teachers! Training College at Hamilton, While attending 

QO. A. C. and college, he devoted a great deal of his spare 
time and the holiday periods in working for a large grocery 
firm in the vicinity. For the last three years he did all 
the purchasing. This work necessarily gave him considerable 
business experience . Mr. Hill's wife is 26 years of age 
and spent two years at Macdonald College, where she took 
the Home Economics course. Later, and previous to her 
marriage, she was employed by the Department for some time 
at the Lady Willingdon Hospital, 


AS you are aware, we have approved Mr. Hill's 
conducting social gatherings for the younger people on the 
Six Nations Reserve during the past three years, These 
gatherings were both recreational and educational and Mr. 
Hill hes always had a very large attendance of Indian youth 
both male and female. It is reasonable to infer, from their 
interest in Mr. Hill's courses, that he has the sympathy of 
his own people, and, if he were appointed principal, the 
committee believe that he would be strongly supported by 
the members of the Six Nations Band. 


The committee feel, from their knowledge of 
Mr. and Mrs, Hill, that they are capable of carrying out 
the duties of Principal and Matron of the Mohawk Institute.

At a meeting of the Court of the New England Company held 
on the 13th June 1945 the Court haa before it the following telegram 
from the Archbishop of Huron dated 25th May 1945:- 


“Huron Synod prepared assume full administrative and financial 
“responsibility Mohawk Institute Department agree continue 
“sapita grants advise me acceptance such agreement". 


You will remember that tne lease of the Mohawk Institute 
granted by the Company to your Department expired on the lst January 
1943 and on its expiry the Company's obligation to pay £1000 pea 
towards tne stipend of the Principal of the Institute and its main- 


tenance ceased. in these circumstances it was our intention at first 
to grant your Department a new lease of the Institute (excepting the 
Chapel) for a period of 21 years, under the terms of which your 
Department woulda be responsible for maintenance, repairs and insur- 
ance, and our Company wuld be responsible tor the upkeep of the 
Chapel and tne payment of the Chaplain's stipend. 


At this stage tne Missionary Society of tne Church of 
England in Canada (hereinafter called "the Missionary Society") 
intervened and requested tnat tne Institute instead of being under 
the supervision of the Diocese of Huron (as heretofore) should be 
placed under tne supervision of the Missionary Society, adding that 
the Diocese of Huron favoured this change. In view of the Missionary 
Society's intervention we decided not to execute the proposed lease 
in your tavour at tnat time, but to await tne outcome of negotiations 
wuich we understood wre progressing between your Department and 
the Missionary Society. We have now heard from the Missionary 
Society that in their opinion the historic connection of the Church 
of England with tne Mohawk Institute is sufficiently safeguarded by 
the dratt agreement between your Deparvment and our Company. 


The Archbishop of Huron, on the otner hand, writes in 
contirmation of his telegram urging tnat the Synod of his Diocese 
snouid assume responsibility for tne administration of tne Scnool.

As our negotiations were originaliy conducted with you we would be 
glad to near trom you as to whether tne Archbishop's proposals meet 
with your approval. If they do, we assume that we Snould grant a 
lease off tne Instatute in favour of the Diocese of Huron rather than 
in favour of your Department. If the lease is to be in favour of the 
Diocese of Huron, we should pequire to be informed of the name of 


the trustees or of the trust corporation which holds their property. 


Presumably, the Chapel should be included in such a lease. 
In this connection we wish to set on record that we are still willing 
and desire to pay the stipendof the Chaplain and to pay for the 
upkeep of the Chapel, but that we are unable to make further 
financial provision towards the Institute. 


We assume that it will not be necessary for your Department 
to be parties to a lease in favour of the Diocese of Huron, and that 
any arrangements reached between that Diocese and your Department 
(such as for example those relating to per capita grants) will be 
dealt with separately in some document to which our Company need 
not be a party. If, However, this assumption is wrong, perhaps you 


would be good enough to inform us of any terms you would like included 
in the lease. 


We shall be very grateful for any assistance you gan give 
us in this matter, which we Should like to see settled at an early 
date on terms satisfactory to all parties. We are sending a copy 
of this letter to the Arcnbishop of Huron, who will no doubt answer 
our query as to the nameof tue body or persons who normally hold 
as trustees the property of the Diocese,

The Government too must assume a 
measure Of responsibility for the administration of the 
sehool farm, This land ie, as you are no doubt aware, the 
property of the Six Nations Indians and is steadily inereas- 
ing in value from yeer to year, Just what position the school 
would be in if the Six Nations Council decided to have this 
land sub-divided and sold for the construction of houses, I 
am not, of course, in a position to state. Am I correct in 
Seauning that the Diocese of Huron has never at any time con- 
tributed to the upkeep or operation of this partioular school? 


The proposal that cane to mo first from 
ite-Colonel Handle, that ur. J, GC. Hill be appointed Principal 
of the school with the cooperation of an advisory committee « 
one meader of which would be nominated by you « seemed at the 
time it wae made, « rather happy solution to « somewhat invol- 
ved and perplexing problem. I sake this atatenent remembering 
that the mombers of the [1x Nations Council, at an interview 
with me a couple of months ago, were very critical of the In- 
stitution and pertioularly of the training in farmiog and age 
ricultural operstions provided for the senior boys, Indeed, 
one member of the Couneil expressed the view that the time nad 
come when serious consideration should be given by the Councils 
to the withdrawal of the fara lands, which were not, in his 
Judgment, being used to the advantage of the Indians, It te 
stenificant thet no fornal agreement appears to exist vetween 
the New eland Company and the Six Nations Council, or between 
the Six Nations Couneil end the Governaent, with respeet to the 
use of the scheol fara, 


I am personally disposed to think thet 
our failure to appoint Mr, Mill to the Prineipelehip, in view 
of his outstanding qualifications and the offers he has reeeived 
from other schools, will create an unfavoureble reeetion on the 
part of the Indians and one that is not likely to contribute to 
the suecess of the Institute, Indeed, I feel eo strongly on 
this that I consider at the moment that the matter is one that 


secceeemight well 
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might well be discussed with the Couneil before the appoint- 
ment is announced, 


hile I have no desire to coment 
upon the action of the Missionary Society of the Chureh of 
tngland, nevertheless in fairness to the Jovernnent the posi- 
tion taken by them, namely, thet the original lease sent for- 
ward to the New “n¢land Company for execution sufficiently 
safeguarded the historie conneetion of the Ghureh of ingland 
in Canade with the Mohawk Institute - will, I feel sure, ueke 
the position somewhat embarrassing for the Covernment when this 
fnet becomes known to the ‘ix Nations Couneil. In addition to 
this, the recoris disclose that for « perio¢ of years the Prine 
Cipalehip of this school was osoupied by « layman, and the In- 
diens are likely to interpret the appointment of « clergymen 
at this time as discrimination against « man who is exeeodingly 
popular on the Neserve and who has displayed rare gifts of lead- 
orship. 


The final decision must, of course, 
rest wit the Minister; but before submitting the matter to hin 


for his consideration, I am anxious that conditions st the school 
and the future of the Institution and ite relationship to the 
Indian populetion - particularly the “ix Nations Indiens, with 

whom the Chureh of Sngland hee been associated in sisesionary 

effort for a century or more, should be carefully reviewed by 

your committee, and a reply sent forwamt which I can, in due course, 
submit to the “inister of this Department for consideration,

In addition to Pa ae the applicants 
for the position of Principal of the Mohawk Institute, 
I carefully inspected the buildings during my trip to 
Brantford on July 6 and 7. While visiting the school 
I was accompanied by Indian Superintendent Randle and we 
had several discussions, both with the Principal, Mr. 
Snell, and with the Matron, Mrs. Snell. 


Attached to this memorandum is an inventory 
of the government property on hand at the Mohawk Institute 
on July 7, 1945. TI wish to bring the following matters 
to your attention: 


1. All the farm machinery is in serviceable condition 
and has received careful attention by the farmer; 
when not in use, it is stored at all times in sheds 
for the purpose. 


We found that while there is a reasonably adequate 
quantity of clothing on hand for the girls, the supply 


of clothing for the boys for the coming academic year, 
including shoes and rubbers, is very limited, and a 
considerable quantity of the articles mentioned will 
have to be purchased before September 1, 


Generally speaking, the school is in reasonably good 
condition, although some of the rooms require painting. 
The Principal assured us that the plumbing and heating 
were now perfectly satisfactory and there should not 
be any heavy expenditure required in the immediate 
future. 


The south side of the roof of the main barn 
reouires immediate repairs in order to prevent future 
possible damage. The repairs required should not 
involve any heavy expenditure. 


When Mr. Snell became Principal he brought his own 
car. Later this car was turned in when purchasing a 
new car. At that time the turn-in value of the car 
owned by Mr. Snell was $1,000.00. The car at present 
in use has only a turn-in value of $689.00. Mr. Snell 
felt that he should be allowed to take this old car, 
in view of the fact that he had supplied the first car. 
I thought this was reasonable and approved of such 
action. As a matter of fact, he has always carried 
the licence of the car in his own name. When the new 
Principal is appointed the question will arise about 
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the purchase of a car for him and IT feel that we 
should purchase the car outright and have it licensed 
in the name of the School. 


The truck that we purchased several years ago was 
completely worn out about 8 or 9 months ago and was 
gold by the Principal for #150.00,- which amount 
Indian Superintendent Randle considered reasonable. 
The school actually needs a small track for carrying 
garden produce and the green-house plants, etc., to 
the Brantford market. Early consideration should be 
given to the purchase of this vehicle. 


I also attach to this report a statement prepared by 
Mr. Berthe, Departmental Auditor, with reference to 

the farming operations for the fiscal years 1943-44 

and 1944-45. Colonel Randle and T reviewed these and 
the former considered them reasonably satisfactory, 

but he feels that a new principal could make a better 
showing by keeping a stricter supervision on the oper- 
ations of the farm and green-house. The farmer, Mr. 
Haworth, has been in our employ for several years and 
has an excellent knowledge of farming. He is a splendid 
worker. As stated above, the machinery is kept in 
excellent condition and the farming operations are 
carried out efficiently. However, there is no doubt 
that if the Principal gave more personal attention to 
this phase of the school's work, it would be an encour- 
agement both to the farmer and the gardener to put 
forth extra effort. 
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In visiting the dormitories it was found that practic- 
ally all the mattresses are in very poor condition, 

and I strongly recommend that before the school re- 
opens in September new mattresses be purchases. There 
is approximately $4,500.00 still remaining in the Trust 
Fund where we deposited the payments made by the New 
England Company, and when the new principal is appointed, 
I suggest that we allow him funds from this account to 
purchase the new clothing and also use part of this fund 
for the purchase of mattresses and for other repairs 

and purchases previously mentioned.

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As you are aware, Reverend Mr. Snell and Mrs. 
Snell have been instructed to vacate the building on 
July 31, 1945. 


Mrs. Smith, who has been acting as assistant 
matron, is willing to stay until September 1, at. which 
time she will have to be replaced, as she does not 
wish to return to the school. 


Mrs. Thorpe is only acting temporarily as senior 
dietitian and another appointment will have to be made. 
to this position by September 1. 


With the exception of the positions mentioned 
above, all other members of the staff have intimated 
that they are willing to remain. 


By an old agreement between the New England 
Company and Dr. R. F. Palmer, of Brantford, the latter 
has been the medical officer for the school for a great 
many years. He has been allowed only #100.00 a year,- 
which amount has been paid from school funds - for his 
services. In case of serious illness, pupils are either 
sent to the Lady Willingdon Hospital on the Reserve or 
placed in the Brantford City Hospital. In the latter 
case, accounts are rendered to this Branch for payment. 
Dr. Palmer is advancing in age and has not enjoyed 
good health and, when illness occurs, it is frequently 
impossible to obtain his services. I feel that the 
medical services at this school should be handled by 
our Medicel Division and the cost of doctor's services 
should be paid from the Medicel Appropriation, in the 
same manner as at other Indian residential schools. 

It may not be possible to effect this change immediate- 
ly, as, from the information I received, it is evident 
that Dr. Palmer regards the Mohawk Institute as one 
of his special duties and when he was in good health 
he visited the school at every possible opportunity.

This will acknowledge receipt of your letter of 
10th July re the Mohawk Institute. When it arrived I 
hopefully assumed that it would contain your appointment 
of one of my nominees as Principal. It was therefore a 
matter of deep regret that such was not the case. 


It is hardly necessary to recall the fact that as a 
result of a conference between yourself, Canon Townshend 
and Canon Dixon, and of subsequent negotiation with the 
latter, the "original lease" proposed between the New England 
Company and your Department was amended. The main amendment

was that the Bishop of Huron should nominate Clergy of the 
Church of England from whom your Department might make a 
selection of Principal. 


Pursuant upon this understanding, you wrote asking me 

to nominate such Clergy between thirty and forty years of 
age. This direction, made by yourself, and perfectly in 

| accord with the above understanding, I followed literally, 

| even to the ages of the men nominated. We here fail to see 
why this clear arrangement has been followed by a suggestion 

| that a Mr. Hill, whom I did not nominate, should be appointed, 
which we regard as not in accord with the terms of our under- 
standing. e have, of course, no criticism to make of Mr. 
Hill who has certain qualifications. The men I nominated, 
however, particularly the Rev. W. J. Zimmerman, are as well 
qualified academically as Mr. Hill, and in other vitally 
important respects have qualifications which he cannot be 
expected to possess. 
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Frankly the reason alleged in favour of Mr. Hill, namely 
that it would please the Six Nations Council but that failure 
might result in hostile feeling on the part of the latter, while 
of course reasonably strong, does not begin to weigh with 
another fact of which we are thoroughly aware. It is that 
among the Church of England people in this Diocese, and in 








Mr. R. 4. Hoey. 
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proportionate measure throughout the Dominion of Canada 

at large, is a rising tide of concern over this matter which 
at any moment might turn into resentment which without doubt 
would express itself actively. I beg you to accept this 
assurance as a matter of fact. Only prompt action along the 
lines of our understanding will allay this. We are deeply 
concerned about this aspect of the matter. We should greatly 
regret if any embarrassment were caused the Minister through 
this business but if it drags on we are of the opinion that 
it is likely to be inevitable in any case. 


We are surprised that the Resolution of the Executive 
Committee of our Missionary Society sent you by Canon Dixon 
should have been interpreted as referring to the "original 
lease" as "sufficiently saveguarding the historic connection 
of the Church of England with the Mohawk Institute?” The 
reference in the Resolution is to the "original lease" as 
amended at the conference above referred to. It was precisely 
because the "original lease" was wholly unsatisfactory that 
Canons Townshend and Dixon interviewed you with the result 
that it was amended. We telephoned Canon Dixon Friday morning 
asking him to make this clear to you.

It is not surprising that the Six Nations Council should 
have been concerned over the management of the farm. It is 
exactly because we recognized this fact and believe that the 
farm can be made to pay that the Synod of Huron was prepared 
to assume financial responsibility. Under any of the men I 
nominated, assisted by the advisory committee, undoubtedly this 
would be the result. 
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May I again point out that we have endeavoured to assist 
you and your Department in every way in this matter. The 
cable recently received from the New England Company we 
interpreted as implying a preference for a lease between that 
body and the Government. We therefore dropped our suggestion 
that the Synod of Huron should assume responsibility, doing so 
in the hope that it would facilitate matters.

We also understood that your Department had in mind the 
name of the Rev. Gilbert Thompson as Principal, until recently 
head of the Moose Factory School. Assuming this to be true, 

I conceded this point as well in a postscript to my letter to 
you dated 3rd July, 1945. Our Committee would be glad to 
co-operate in any way further but we know of nothing we can do. 


It is true that the Synod of Huron has never been called 
upon to make any contribution to the up-keep and management 
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Mr. R. A. Hoey, 


of the Institute but it has built Churches and maintained 
Missionaries on the Six Nations Reserve at heavy annual 
costs, the work of whom has had behind it the influence 
of the School as one of its most important assets. 


As a result of this renewed negotiation I urgently 
suggest that your Department act at once in making an 
appointment to this position out of the men interviewed by 
your official on the 7th of this month. I suggest that 
if you do not see your way clear to take this action that 
you receive a deputation from the Synod of Huron to discuss 
the matter further for which we shall be glad to be informed 
as. to the date and time. The appointment of the Rev. G. Thompson 
will also be acceptable to us. 

The only real danger in this situation is that if it 
is allowed to drag on we apprehend unsatisfactory results.

was so limited, the whole responsibility for the negotiations

An additional misunderstanding arose 
toward the close of the negotiations, A number of the indiv~ 
iduale interested in the matter and, it is just possible the 
Chureh representatives « though they 4id not say so - had a 
fecling that the department was anxious to appoint Mr. Hill to 
thie position, Mr. Hill, I may state, is unknown to the senior 
officials of this department and no attempt was made by the 
Government at any tine, directly or indirectly, to place him 
at the head of the school, In view of his record, however, as 
a teacher and leader amongst his people, we felt it was only 
fair that his case should be very carefully and very sympathet- 
feally reviewed and his claims discussed with you by Lt.-Col. 
Randle. It was pointed out that our failure to appoint Mr. Hill 
without walid reasons would ereate unfavourable reactions on the 
part of the Indian population, Our attitude with respect to 
Mr. Hill wee made clear at our last conference, during the course 
of which I suggested to Canon Townshend that he communicate by 
phone with Mr. Middleton, with the object of securing, if at all 
possible, his services for the school. The officials of this 
branch and particularly myself, have been given a perfectly free 


eooeechamd in the 
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hand in the conduct of the negotiations, No pressure of 
any kind has been exercised upon us and no attempt was made 
at any time to build up a case on behalf of any particular 
individual, ‘The suecess of the Institution and the welfare 
of the Indian population was at all times uppermost in our 
minds, 


Apart from these misunderstandings, 
however, it was a real pleasure to conduet these negotiations 
with men who seem to be eminently fair, whose courtesy was al-<- 
ways in evide: at our meetings, and whose patience appeared 
inexhaustible. It would be deeply appreciated if you conveyed 
te Canon Dixon and Canon Townshend, insofar as a sense of ap- 
preciation can be conveyed, our gratitude and appreciation for 
all the help they have rendered us in handling a somewhat dif- 
ficult and involved problem,

I believe you have 
already been in communieation with Mr. Hoey on this subject. 


Mr. Hoey asked that I ask you 1f you would be goal 
enough to suggest to him the names of two or three Anglican 
clergymen whom he, or members of his staff, might interview 
with a view to ascertaining if any of them would be suitable 
to carry on the work of the Mohawk Institute. If is his thought 
that the new “rincipal should be between 30 and 40 years of 
age, with some business experience and also a reasonably good 
knowledge of farming. He feels sure that the latter qualifica- 
tion is important, as he has been given to understand by the 
Six Nations Council that in their opinion the agricultural 
possibilities at the Mohawk Institute have not been used to the 
utmost extent.

ever the right word is, following a conference of Canons Dixon 
and Townshend with you in November, 1944, The partigular points 
changed or added to it were; first, that any Principal appointed 
to the Mohawk Institute should be acceptable to the Bishop of 
Huron; secondly that there should be an advisory committee; and 
thirdly that the situation should be reviewed at the end of three 
years. 4s a result, however, of negotiation later with Canon 
Dixon, the first alteration was again changed to the effect that 
the appointment of a Principal should be made out of nominations 
Pod one or more Clergy of the Church of England by the Bishop of 
luron. 

This information was conveyed to me by a letter 


dated 10th April, 1946 from Canon Dixon in which the following 
occurs:

i) I responded by nominating men who were to 
meet your officials in Brantford on May 7th, which, however, 
turned out to be V.E,Day, and the men cculd not attend. In 
response to your telegram, however, of 5th July, I arranged 
again to have three of my nominees meet your officials in 
Brantford. Your telegram reads as follows: 


"Please arrange to have Reverend W. J. Zimmerman, Reverend 
L. J. Patterson and Reverend J. Billingsley at Indian 
Office, Brantford, on Saturday, 7th July at 10.00 a.m. 
where they will be interviewed by Departmental officials 
in connection with principalship of Mohawk Institute". 


It was regrettable that we could not make any 
contact with the Rev. Gilbert Thompson so as to have him, as 
your other telegram of 5th July requested, present with the 
others. The report of the interviewing committee was most 
favourable, particularly as to the Rev. W. J. Zimmerman. I 
trust this clears up any misunderstanding under this head. 


As to any misunderstanding that the Department 
was desirous to appoint Mr. Hill, the only information that I 
possess on the point is that in your letter to me of 16th July, 
in which the following occurs: 


"In the interval the suggestion has been made that Joseph 
C. Hill, an experienced teacher, should be placed, for the 


time being at least, in charge of the School, under the 
direction of an advisory committee." 


My impression is that Lt.Col. Randle, not anyone 
in Ottawa, was anxious for Mr. Hill's appointment. I take it 
therefore that there is no serious misunderstanding on this point. 


I note the reversion in your letter to the offer 
of the Synod of Huron to assume financial and administrative 
responsibility for the Mohawk Institute, provided that the Govern- 
ment continue the per capita grants, and your cable in this 
connection to the New England Company, a copy of which you kindly 
enclosed. The outcome of this cable to the Company we shall await 
of course with interest. It is necessary, however, to state 
that when the New England Company, in a cable dated 29th June, 1945, 
to me virtually declined the offer of the Synod of Huronythe matter, 
so far as we are concerned, was closed, and without further authority 
from our Synod can not now be re opened. I am, however, perfectly 
willing to refer consideration of any communication from the New 
England Company to the Executive Committee of our Synod which 
meets in September, What action that body may take I cannot of 
course predict. 


In the meantime I am perfectly willing and able, 
as suggested in your letter, to select a competent Clergyman to 
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R. a, Hoey, Esq., 
Ottawa, Ontario, 


be appointed Principal, and I nominate the Rey, We. d. 
Zimmerman, in accordance with the unanimous recommendation 
of your officials who interviewed my nominees in Brantford 
on 7th July. They unanimously placed Mr. Zimmerman's name 
first in their recommendation. Mr. Zimmerman can in all 
probability take charge of the Institute in a fort-night. 

It will be clearly understood by you, however, that 
obviously the Synod of Huron can not be responsible for his 
salary or any other financial obligations of the Institute, 
as we are necessarily unaware of the mind of the New England 
Company in the matter, particularly as our offer to them was 
virtually declined, and as in addition to this I have no 
authority now from the Synod to assume such financial 
responsibility.

Certainly neither the Department nor the Diocese has a legal 
right to operate the School, but it must be carried on and + 
appreciate the action of your Department in the matter. 


I note your statement that the Minister is of the opinion 
that the School should be administered either by the Diocese of 
Huron or the Government, and has issued instructions to this effect, 
and is opposed to dual responsibility and dual control. Certainly 
we heartily agree with this opinion. It has been our sole desire 
from the beginning of this negotiation that the Government should 
administer the Mohawk Institute under the terms arranged for, the 
chief of which is that I should nominate Clergy of the Church of 
England for appointment as Principal but that the appointment should 
be with your Department.

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It is true that at a certain point of the negotiations the 
Synod of this Diocese offered to assume responsibility for its 
administration and financing, but this was done only in the hope 
that it might facilitate the conclusion of the matter. It was a very 
generous action on the part of the Synod and the assumption on its 
part of a very serious responsibility. The reply of the New England 
ompany to this offer was not favourable. Therefore the matter was 
dropped and it reverts to he original suggestion referred to.

The Archbishop in this letter refers to Mr. Phelan's

Mr. Phelen, I may state, had explicit instructions 
with regard to the policy of the Government prior to his 

visit to Brantford and took with him a copy of the Minister's 
letter to the Archbishop dated July 31, 1945.

Thia matter has now been proceeding for a very long time and we are 
anxious that it should be settled at an early date, if possible to the complete 
satisfaction of your Government, the Missionary Society, the Archbishop and 
our Company. At present, however, the matter does not appear to be approach- 
ing a solution rapidly, and we think that the best way to overcome the delays 
caused by the slow post and the difficulty caused by our lack of knowledge of 
the problems which have so far prevented your Government, the Missionary Society, 
and the Archbishop from reaching agreement is by personal action, In particular, 
we feel insufficiently instructed as to the various advantages and disadvantages 
and the financial consequences which would result from the lease being granted 
(a) to the Dominion Government or (b) to the Diocese of Huron, 


In these circumstances we consider that our best course would be to 
send out a representative of the Company to interview all parties and settle the 
matter. This we hope to do at Christmas,

The selection 
of a suitable Principal with the necessary tect and experience 
is, therefore, in ay judgment, en exesedingly difficult and exact- 
ing task, The Principal in this case ococupies « unique position, 
in that he is not only responsible for the operation and manage- 
ment of the farm, but is responsible as well for the enuployment 
of the staff, the organisation of the elassroom work and the 
religious instruction provided for the pupils. It is true, the 
Glassroom work is inspected by the Publie Sehool Inspector for 
the County, tut the control exercised until now by the Diceese 
of Buron and by thie Department appears to have been more or 
less nominal. The officials of the Indian Affaire Branch feel 
that in view of the large annual expenditures involved, and in 
this regard I am wholly in egreement with them, the edministra- 
tion of the Institution should be more closely knit and that the 
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Prineipal should be constantly subject to direction either 
by the Government or by the Diocese. 


The Department would be prepared 

to underteke this direction immediately, but only on the under~ 
standing that an experienced agricultural college graduate with 
pedagogical training were selected for the Prineipalship. This 
proposal, however, 4i4 not appear et all acceptable to your re- 
presentatives, Gonsideration wes then given to the operation 
of the sehool under your own immediate direction, extending to 
you full freedom of choice in the selection of the Prinsipal on 
the understanding that this Department would continue to pay, in 
the future as in the past, the regular per capita grants. 


It 1@ altogether likely that the New 
Ragland Company will be prepared to enter into an agreement with 
Your Grace for the operation and management of the school, I do 
feel thet in view of all the oiroumstances the Diccese of Huron 
should assume this responsibility.

The Bible, printed in England in 
1701 during the reign of William of 
Orange, bears the signatures of all 
the governass-general since 1867 and 
those of all members of the royal 
family who have visited Canada.

General and Prin Alice were 
unable to visit the reserve and Lt.+ 
Col. E. P. Randle, superintendent of 
the Six Nations Indians, brough} 
the Bible to the Capital on behali 
of the Iroquois tribes which form 
the Six Nations. 

Absorbing History. 

Col. Randle recounted the absort- 
ing history of the Bible. Inscribed) 
“for Her Majesty® Church of the)| 
Mohawk,” the Bible was presented! 
in 1712 to the Iroquois Nations 
the Mohawk, Seneca, Onondaga, 
Cayuga, Oneida and Tuscarora~) 
when they lived along the banks of} 
the Mohawk river in what now i 
the state of New York, With the 
Bible came an engraved set of 
communion plate, bearing the royal 


coat of arms, for use in the Mohawk

During the American Revolution 
the Six Nations remained loyal to | 
the Crown and fought with the 
British. For safety, the Bible and 
plate were buried in the woods. | 

When American independence was 
recognized, the Iroquois joined the 
‘Empire Loyalists” in the exodus to 
Canada and were given title to the} 
lands which make up the Grand 
River Reserve as compensation for 
the loss of their territories in New 
York 

Chapel Replaced. 

King George ITI decided to replace 
the chapel Queen Anne had given 
the tribes.

This proposal, however, was vigorously apposed by the Arch- 
bishop of Huron, with the result that no definite action has 
yet been taken, although Mr. Zimmerman has been placed temp- 
orarily in charge. The building is the property of the New 
England Company of London, England. This missionary society 
has promised the Minister that they would send out a repre~ 
sentative to discuss the future of the Institute with him and 
with the Archbishop of Huron, just as soon as transportation 
facilities would permit of such a visit. In the meantime, and, 
until this representative of the missionary society arrives, 
it is my hope that Mr. Phelan will be able to adjust matters 
to the satisfaction of the group on whose behalf you have writ- 
ten.

It was made abundantly clear, 
however, through the reports 
presented by the members and 
through the clarifying addresses 
of Ven. Archdeacon A. L. G 
Clarke, Rector of Grace Angli 
can Church, and Mr. Macdonald, | 
that the cause for such con-| 
ditions did not lay upon the 
shoulders of the Ang an | 
Church, which has supe sed | 
the religious aspects of the 
school and greatly assisted in

ory at any time in recent years, and the Local Council must 
have been aware of this fact, They should be aware also 
that the government, more than a year ago, offered to assume 
full responsibility for the administration of this school 
and were prepared to appoint as principal an agricultural 
college graduate with full professional and academic stand- 
ing. This proposal, however, was not acceptable to the Arch- 
bishop of Huron, with the result that e Clergyman was temp- 
orarily placed in charge. It is my earnest hope that the 
representative of the New England Company will visit Canada 
at an early date. At the time of his visit, the future of

Acting on your instructions, I went to brantford 
thie week und spent Tuesday and Wednesday, Yebruary 26 end 27, 
investigating charges made by the brantford Local Gouncil of 
Women regerding the Mohawk Institute, 


As you will recall, the action of the ibrantiord 
Local Council of Women was firet brought to your attention in a 
telephone mesvage from Mr, W. Rows Macdonald, N.P., and you 
informed him, in reply, that | would go to brantford, 


Immediately on arrival in brantford on Tuesday 
morning, I phoned Mr, Macdonald, and he stated that the Local 
Couneil of Women hed arranged a meeting for 2.30 P.M. om Tuesday 
in the Red Crose rooms, He further advised me that it was their 
intention to have a newspaper reporter present at the meeting. 
Following out your instructions, I informed Mr, Macdoneld that 
if @ reporter were present I could only licten to what the Women 
had to say and make no comments. lie then agreed to co:mmicate 
with the President, pointing out my positicn, Mr, Macdonald and 
I arrived at the meeting at 2.30 and a reporter from the brautford 


‘xpositor was present, I told him that I would be unable to make 
eny statement at all to the Members of the Women's Council if he 
was present. lie said that under these ciroumstances he would 
withdraw, and be did so. The only publicity thet the mecting 
obteined wes an account of the changes the Local Council of somen 
Consider should be made in the conduct of the Mohawk Institute, 
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The President of the Brentford Local Council of 
omen is Mre. George T. Cockshutt and she called on the chairm 
of the various committees to report their findings. 


It appears that the Acting Principal, Xeverend 
i. Jo Zimmerman, was iil in the hospitel for a period of approx- 
imately 3 weeke in the month of January. During that period a 
group of members of the lirentford Local Council of owen went to 
the Mohawk Institute end interviewed Mrs, Zimerman, ‘they told 
her that they had approximately $1,400.00 to spend and expressed 
@ desire to aseiet the Mohawk Inetitute. In order to do so, they 
asked Mre. Zimmerman what was required, It is evident, from what 
later transpired, thet lire. Zimuermnn considered the Ladies were 
friendly towards the Institute and consequently che pointed out 
to them several things that could be improved. However, in 
subsequent newspaper articles they either accidentally or deliber~ 
ately changed the temor of her reuwrks, Yor instance, she 
evidently told the Ladies that the school was short of clothing 
and blankets. This statement was apparently reported by the 
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Ladies to the effect that the children had ne clothing and no 
blankets. These latter statements are Certainly incorrect. It is 
true that the school bus no large surplus stock of either clothing 
or blankets, but from personal observations of Colonel Randle and 
myself, I can assure you that the children are comfortably clad 
and that sufficient blankets are available for all the children 
in residence, 


During the course of the meeting I pointed out to 
the members of the Local Couneil of Women that the observations 
Contained in newspaper reports and which apparently emanated fron 
them did not convey a true picture of conditions at the Mohawk 
Institute, but it was practically impossible to have them recede 
from the position they had taken, 


The Couneil of Women expressed the definite opinion 
that the children were not receiving sufficient medical end dentel 
Gare. One of the members stated that in her opinion the school 
should be visited by a doctor daily. I pointed out to them that 
@ doctor is on call at all times, that there is « trained nurse 
om the staff of the school and that in the event of any child 
becoming seriously sick such child is removed either to Lady 
Willingdon Hospital on the Six Nations Reserve or to one of the 
local hospitals in Brantford, I also mentioned that we hold dental 
Clinics at regular intervals and in the event of any child devel- 
oping sudden dental trouble such child is immediately taken to one 
of the local dentists in Brentford, 


In spite of the very definite statements that I made 
in this regard, they still expressed the opigion that additional 


medical care was necessary. 


The statewent was also made that a member of the 
staff should sleep close to the dormitories. I pointed out to the 
Lotal Council of Women that the bedroom of one of the male members 
of the staff is directly beside the boys’ dormitory and that the 
sleeping quarters occupied by the Principal and his wife are 
immediately outside the girls’ dormitory, It would appear, from 
the statewents they made in this particular regard, that they did 
not inspect the building very carefully. 


The Local Counsil of Women consider that the following 
additions should be made to the staff (a) a highly trained domestic 
science teacher, so that young girls might receive training in home- 
making and child training, home nursing and kindre subjects; (b) a 
manual training instructor; and (c) a music and art teacher, 

In regard to these recommndations I pointed out to them that all 
the girls are taught cooking and sewing under the direction of a 
member of the staff, It is true that this staff member is not 
always a trained domestic science teacher but is a person well 
qualified to teach cooking. We had « manual training teacher at 
this s¢hool two years ago, Since that time we have been unable to 
engage & qualified manual training teacher, owing to circumstances 
beyond our control. ‘The appointment of music and art teachers to 
the staff i matter of opinion. Certainly, such teachers are 
engaged at few, if any, of our schools, 


The Council of Women complained regarding the general 
Condition of the school. It is true that the building was erected 
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many years ago, but it wes rebuilt in 1923. The Pplayrooms avail- 
able for the children are not as spacious as they might be. The 
complaint of the Council of Women regarding the size of the 
dormitories is unwarranted, as these are sufficiently large to 
provide the necevsary air space tor the number of children 
enrolled, 


As you are aware, ts 2l-year lease of the Kohawk 
Institute, given to the Department by the New England Company, 
expired in 19/3. One provision of that lease was that the Principal 
should be @ Minister of the Anglican Church, when that lease 
expired in 1943, the New England Company agreed to re-lease the 
building, but in their new lease made no mention of the necessity 
of appointing a Minister as Principal, You will recall that His 
Grace the Arehbishop of Huron took exception to this clause and 
stated that in his opinion an Anglican Minister should be appointed, 
in view of the long association of the Anglican Church with the 
Mohawk Institute. As a result of the s 
lease has not been renewed by the New 
the Department or with the Diecese of

the Paper, pointing out that the Church of England was in no way 


responsible for any situation that might arise at the Mohawk In- 
stitute, In view of his statement I thought it advisable to have 

en interview with him, and the Indian Superintendent, Colonel Handle, 
and I ¢alled on Archdeacon Clarke at 11.30 on Wednesday, February 27, 
We discussed the whole matter and pointed out to him the situation 
and expressed regret that he had seen fit to @xpreas the position of 
the Anglican Chureh, I told him politely that I thought it would have 
been preferable to make no statement to the Press on the matter unless 
it was made by either Archdeacon Townshend or Mr. lucas, who were the 
gentlemen originally appointed by His Grace the Archbishop of Huron 
to conduct negotiations with the Department. I pointed out to arch- 
deacon Clarke the amount which we have expended on the building since 
the beginning of the lease in 1922 and reminded him that general 
Conditions at the Mohawk Institute had deteriorated, due to the 
neglect of the former Principal, Reverend H. ¥. Snell, whose services 
were dispensed with in July lest year. Archdeacon Clarke agreed with 
me that Mr. Snell's services had not been satisfactory. I also re- 
minded the Archdeacon thet the present Principal, Rev, W. J. Ziumerman, 
had been Acting Principal, nominated by His Grace Archbishop Seager. 
In view of this, it is hardly fair for the Church to divest iteelf 

of all responsibility. 


Golonel Randle accompanied me on a Complete tour of 
ell sections of the Mohawk Institute. As stated previously in this 
report, the building is not modern but is comfortable, It is kept 
in @ very cleanly manner, Probably the worst fault is that the 
recreation rooms for both boys end girls are in the basement, and 
while an effort is being made to do so, it is difficult to make these 
rooms as attractive as all concerned would like to have them. How- 
ever, Mr. Zimmerman is making an earnest endeavour to improve con- 
ditions in this regard. ‘The toilet facilities adjacent to the 
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dormitoriss are not as extensive as they should be, but owing to the 
construction of the building, improvements in this particuler regard 
could not be made without very heavy expenditure, Adequate toilet 
and bathroom faciliti are provided in the bavement for the girls 
and adequate toilets and shower baths are provided in the basement 
for the boys. 


In @ing over the building, we found that the doors 
to the fire escapes were closed with pani bolts, which eould be 
easily opened, The fire escapes are iron steps, protected by iron 
railing, and were free from snow and ice, 


Golonel Randle and myself suggested to the Principal 
certain improvements that could be made at once in the playrooms 
in order to make them more attractive, ‘The Principal promised to 
have this matter receive immediate attention, 


The public school inspector was interviewed but he 
did not know any qualified vocational teacher whose services could 
be obtained at present. It may be impossible to secure such a teacher 
before September 1, I instructed both Colonel Randle and the Prin- 
Gipal to continue their efforts to secure a manual training teacher, 
there is a building suitable for manuel training and we have e 
sufficient supply of tools in it, When I told the Local Couneil of 
Wouen that the school wes equipped in thie manner, they expressed 
surprise as they had not been shown this particular building. It 
ie @ separate building from the main building, 


Conditions generally at the Mohawk Institute have 
improved since Rev. #, J, Zimmerman took charges, Many of the com- 


plaints made uy the Loeal Couneil of Women are the result of the 
unsatisfactory cervices of Kev, H, W. Snell during the last two or 
three years of his term as principal. 


A peculiar feature of the whole affair is that Mrs, 
Cockshutt, President of the local Council of Women, has never inter- 
viewed Mr. Zimmerman at any time ye visited the school during the 
Principal's absence in hospital owing to illness and interviowed 
Mrs, Zimmerman, who of course is new to the work and probably said 
more than she should have. Mrs, Cockshutt did not interview our 
Indien cuperintendent but instead rushed into print and had the 
opinions of the veal Counsil of Women vroadeast over the local 
radio station, Mre. Cockuhutt is a very determined lady and will 
probably keep up the agitation if ashe can ¢ontinue to obtain the 
support of the other members of the Gouncil. At the conclusion of 
the meeting with the Ladies Mrs, Cockshutt's last request was that 
& Committee (presumably including herself) should be allowed to 
visit the Mohawk Institute at periodic intervals in order to ascer- 
tain if the improvements they had suggested are being put into effect. 
I told her very definitely that we were not prepared to give her any 


such permission, I pointed out that the school is visited two or thre: 


times a week by Indian Superintendent Randle and that other governnent 
officials inspected at regular intervals, I trust my decision in 
this regard meets with your approval,

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If this money is refused I cannot predict 
what the result will be as long as the stories now 
current are not either affirmed or denied. I do feel 
that you should know about this and I shall be very happy 
to follow your directionse My experience is limited and 
I would appreciate written directions. Possibly this 
money can be accppted since it is coming from the 
United Church and not from the Local Council of Women.

The greater portion of the land surrounding the sehool is the 
Property of the Six Nations bend. Actually the Department is not 
in @ position to make any financial contribution to the school 
until the eituation ie fully clarified.

property of the New Zngland Company and have been ledsed 
to the Ganadian Covernment; while the farm, which has 
deen worked with the Institute, fis the property of the 
Six Nations Band of Indians.

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The New Xngland Company has felt, therefore, 
that the Indiam Department is the proper authority to be 
responsible for the administration of the Institute, 
provided that the historic connection of the Church or 
England with the Institute is sufficiently sefegquarded.

It appears, however, that difficulties have 
arisen in recent yeers in that Mr. Snell rerarded 
himself es primarily responsible to the Bishop, who 
had. appointed him to the Principalship, and that he was 
disinclined to act on the instruetions of the Indian 
Department, who felt that his administration of the 
Institute was far from setisfactory.

My dear Mr. Hoey" 


I am much obliged for your letter of the 
23rd August sending a revised draft of the Lease 
between the Canadian Government and the New England 
Company. I think that it embodies the agreement at 
which we arrived yesterday and that it will be entirely 
satisfactory to the New England Company and also to 
the Archbishop of Huron. There is only one amendment 
which I suggest and that is that the words “under the 
supervision of the Chaplain of the Mohawk Chapel" 
might be omitted from paragraph 3 of Clause I » in view 
of the fact that the Principal of the Institute is a 
clergyman and accordingly it is unnecessary to provide 
for the separate appointment of a Chaplain. I agree 
also with the deletion of the final paragraph of the 
draft Lease which provided for the appointment and 
payment of a Chaplain. 


I propose, therefore, to recommend the New 
England Company to conclude the Lease in accordance 
with your revised draft, and I am greatly obliged to 
you for your sympathetic consideration of the problem. 
and for enabling us to arrive at a settlement of these 
long drawn out negotiations. Would you also be good 
enough to express my thanks to your Minister for his 
co-operation in the matter.

My dear Sir: 


May I trouble you with a letter as brief as possible with 
regard to our Mohawk Institute School for children on the Reserve 
at Brantford. 


It has been a deep satisfaction to note the great improvement 
of conditions which is going on there, but which is not by any 
means yet complete. We are particularly gratified and grateful 
for the active co-operation of your Department in building up this 
School. We see no reason why it should not be an example to all such 
institutions in the course of the next year or two. 


May I, however, draw your attention to the fact that when the 
School at Muncey under the United Church was closed, forty children 


were sent to the Mohawk and are now there. No extra provision, however, 
appears to have been made for them except of course in regard to 

per capita grants. No provision was made for example for extra 
blankets, sheets and towels, the provision of which is quite beyond 

the present finances of the institution. With the Autumn and Winter 
drawing on the matter is of great importance. 


May I also draw your attention to another fact; that until the 
Agreement between The New England Company and the Indian Department 
has been executed, and so far we have no word that this is the case, 
it is impossible for us to apply to our Women's Missionary Society 
to provide their share of the children's clothing as we have under- 
taken to do. This aspect of the matter is, of course, obvious. In 
the meantime we are informed that there is immediate need for one 
hundred suits of underwear for boys and seventy-five assorted sweaters 
on account of the approaching cold weather. There is, of course, 
urgency in this matter therefore and we should be grateful for some 
financial assistance in this connection. Once the Agreement, however, 
is executed, I will be in a position to write to the President of 
our Women's Missionary Organization with regard to clothing for the 
children.

For instances, all disbursements incurrea 
during tne quarter ended September 30th, 1947 were 
paid and wnen the principal received his per capita 
ailowauce ror that quarter, it meant ne had runds 
On hand to pay his expenses auring the December quarter, 
In other words, he was practically working on tne basis 
of one quarter anead, 


Mr. Zimmerman appeared to be very satisfriea

Last week Dr. Palmer phoned me from Montreal. He had 
intended to visit Ottawa to discuss various points concerning 
the Mohawk Institute with officials here, but his wife took 
sick which changed his plans and he decided to return directly 
home. He, therefore, called me before leaving Montreal. 


4e stated that in the past few months they have had three 
epidemics; chickenpox - 21 patients; mumps - 80 and measles - 20. 
Concerning facilities at the school, he does not like the way 
the milk is handled. ‘here is no means of cooling milk and the 
Brant County Inspector of Health has done bacterial counts on the 
milk and has feund them high and there is apparently a threat that 
the health authorities may make a definite move on discontinuing 
this milk service until improvements in the handling of it are 
made. He further states that the children get the skim milk and 
that the butter fat, $00 lbs. a month, is sold, and he feels that 
the children should have the benefit of this. 
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He also states that the ice for use at the school is 
obtained from the canal which has been condemned for use as 
drinking water. 
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The third complaint is with reference to the dishes that 
are used in the dining room. They were originally white enamel 
but apparently are so chipped and deteriorated that he feels it 
is somewhat of a health menace. 


I advised Dr. Palmer that this school was administered by 
the Welfare and ‘raining Division of Indian Affairs and that we 
had no financial responsibility in making any alterations in the 
school. Dr, Palmer impresses this office as a very efficient 
medical man. He is very conscientious in his work and I am sure 
that it was for no other motive than to improve health conditions 
of the school that he has made these complaints. I told him that 
I would let you know about this and I think we have previously 
discussed the same items. If you feel this should be discussed 
further, please give me a call.

Actually, the Principal is like all previous ones; he finds 
it hard to make ends meet with constantly increasing costs in all 
directions, - food - salaries - maintenance, - so he endeavours 
to increase revenue by selling the cream, taking part of the value 
back in butter for the use at the school, 


Personally, the writer has always objected to this practise, 
and so have Departmental officials, - but as it was never insisted 
that it be discontinued, it g0es8 on, ~ and then in recent years 
some authorities have stated that skim milk has considerable 
food value. 


The third complaint with reference to the dishes is a 
troublesome one, and has been given considerable attention, 
but it always comes back to the same age~long question - lack 
of funds. 


Mr.Zimmerman has consistently bought new enamelware, but 
in a month or two it looks as if it has been in use for years, 
as it quickly chips. He is now experimenting in some Plastic ware,

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Actually, the final and only remedy which will satisfy the 
local health authorities is the installation of a modern milk 
cooling plant, such as farmers are installing everywhere, 


The secret of fresh flavoured milk, free from odours, sourness 
and high bacterial count, is the taking off within about 20 minutes 
of milking, of the animal or natural heat, so the temperature is 
reduced to about 50°, In addition it must be poured into a covered 
can through a special type of paper strainer disc, which prevents 
even small particles of dust and dirt getting into the milk can and 
assisting in raising the bacterial count,

Cold water surrounding the cans with frequent stirring while 
the milking is being done, with what is know as plungers, - breaks 
up the cream crust which holds in the animal heat, and quickly

Honourable and Dear Sir: 


As Bishop of the Diocese of Huron in which the 
Mohawk Institute, a school for Indian Children is situated, 
I naturally feel a certain responsibility for its welfare. 
I am therefore taking the liberty of drawing your atten- 
tion to its present situation and needs. 


I should say that I have asked certain men 
including the Principal of the School, to advise me In 
the matter. That they are competent persons will appear 
from the fact that one of them is the Assistant Super- 
intendent of Schools in the City of London, another a 
member of the Ontario Government's Royal Commission on 
Education, and a third the Principal of a school in one 
of our larger towns. 


May I sayat the outset that I am happy to note 
that conditions in the School have notably improved in the 
past two or three years, both as to the personal welfare 
of the children and as to farm productiveness and adminis- 
tration generally, This has been due largely to the work 
of the Principal, Mr. Zimmerman, to the active co-operation 
of the Department and the material assistance of the Church, 
This latter has been very substantial. 


The recently developed policy of the Department 
to strengthen the Day School System on the Reserves, a 
policy which we cordially welcome, has however, as of 
course your Department is fully aware, almost completely 
changed the character of the School in Brantford. Asa 
result, a new situation now exists which would appear to 
Gall for very definite developments in both policy and 


action,

Until recently the School has served almost 
exclusively the families on the Mohawk Reserve, whether 
members of the Church of England or not, many of whose 
children were trained in the School in the ordinary way 
and hot in the Day Schools, Now, however, the Institute 
has become a School mainly for underprivileged children, 
either as a result of broken homes or because of anti- 
social tendencies in the children themselves, Moreover, 
they are now drawn from a far wider field than the Mohawk 
Reserve. Such children require quite different treatment 
from those under normal conditions such as have prevailed 
until recent years, 


In view of this fact, we regard certain changes 
as urgent. Even a casual study of the ages of the children 
and their academic progress, and a study of High School 
Entrance results would indicate that there are very many 
children who are far below the achievement of normal chil- 
dren of the same age. No doubt this is due to emotional 
instability, immature mental ability or perhaps in some 
cases, definite mental defectimeness. These children 
cannot make satisfactory progress in a regular classroom. 
Might I suggest that a survey of the mental ability of 
these children might be made and if found necessary, special 
“opportunity classes," similar to those established in the 
public schools in Ontario towns and cities, be organized, 
This, of course, would require specially trained teachers, 
special equipment and above all, an enrolment of not more 
than twenty for each teacher, This, of course, would 
increase the cost of tuition, but it is clear that these 
special children cannot be educated for good citizenship 
in ordinary classrooms, 
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With respect to the rest of the children, many 
appear to have far too much time on their hands owing to 
the fact that in certain grades they are only taught for 
part of the day. These include Grades five and six, whose 
instruction should be, in our opinion, continued throughout 
the day. 


As is to be expected under such at ge gen and 
s 


already mentioned, the average intelligence of the pupi 
the School is much lower than it was a few years ago. A few 
however, with high intelligence might be trained as "student 
leaders" to assist in discipline, in games programmes, and

in the general supervision of the work of the pupils in the 
house and on the farm. There is a number of "special or 
problem pupils" who should not be in the Institute. For 
example, a boy of sixteen years with a mental age of eight, 
and children with apparently uncontrollable anti-social 
tendencies should not, in our opinion, be in the School, 

It is obvious that for such developments as have been 
outlined the teaching staff would have to be increased 

to five or six in number and made up of persons competent 
for the special needs arising out of the special character 
of the School as it now exists.

In this connection, reference to the salaries of 
teachers is necessary, These, in the case of some members 
of the staff, are very low, and when they retire it will be 
impossible to secure successors at their present Salaries, 
In our opinion, it would be advisable also that they should 
be ineluded among the other teachers on the Indian Reserves 
with regard to benefits afforded to the teachers in Ontario's 
public schools. ‘‘e are aware, of course, that an Order-in- 
Council has been passed giving the Indian Day School teachers 
permanent positions as to status and pensions. We regard it 
as necessary that teachers in such schools as the Mohawk 
Institute should be ineluded in this plan, if this has not 
already been contemplated,

A leading factor in the altered situation is the 
vastly increased overhead costs of everything, including 
food, clothing, salaries and upkeep generally. We are, of 
course, aware that in 1947 the Department increasedthe per 
capita grants in the School by $20.00 per pupil. This 
increase, however, would of course not be sufficient for 
the carrying out of any such plan as is outlined in this 
letter. As an instance of increased costs, the women's 
missionary organization of the Church of England found it 
necessary to spend over $5,000.00 to equtp the children in 
clothing. It is, of course, obvious that assistance in 
this respect on any such scale cannot be continued, The 
Synod of Huron has also made grants which have now amounted 
to $1,000.00 during the past year or so. As the Syhod has 
no administrative authority in the School it is hardly 
reasonable to expect that body to continue such extensive 
help.

people individually have also made very considerable con- 
tributions to the needs of the School. 


While there is, therefore, a very definite and 
practical interest in the School among the members of the 
Church in this Diocese, it is obvious that if the School 
4s to be maintained efficiently, and particularly if such 
developments as outlined above are to be brought about, 
4t will be necessary for the Department to very considerably 


increase the per capita grants. 


I am encouraged to write you in this matter 

as I have done in view of the very favourable reception given 
by your Department to deputations of our Missionary Society 
and those of other Churches, including the Roman Catholics, 
who met with the head of the Department and your officials 
in connection with this matter. Your deeply interested 
reception of these deputations, as well as of certain cor-

Institute, Hrantford, will share equally in any plans which

The new classroom block is quite an 
improvement over the former classroom. I am satisfied 
that this will contribute greatly to the efficiency of 
the education at this institute provided the proper 
type of teacher is secured, 
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My first impresssion especially when 
going through the dormitories and the playroom was a 
sense of depression. It is the old story of noticing 
children wandering without any purpose whatsoever during 
their free time. This can have a very baneful effect on 
their character and on their immediate conduct, 


Two of the dormitories are rather badly 
served by two dormer windows and a fire escape door, I 
believe, these dormitories handle as many pupils as wisdom 
will allow. There has been a question of double decker 
beds in some of the dormitories, We have placed some of 
these beds in some schools and have been sati sfied with 
them, where the supervision is adequate, Where the 
supervision is somewhat lax, probably due to the lack of 
personnel, I would be reluctant to recommend this t, pe of 
bedding. It might be wise to att mpt a tré@l period before 
going all out for this system. There is a great deal of 
space lost in the middle of this school. This is due, I

believe to the fact that the Principal would be reluctant 
to have dormitories above his own living quarters. I think 
it would be wise to have other quarters for the Principal 
and to use the school to full advantage. There would be 
adequate space for bathroom facilities for the boys and 
giris dormitories if use were made of this space. 


I would recommend that Mr. Buck be asked to 
have this surveyed to ascertain the cost of making these 
changes. I do not see), any possibility with the present 
set-up of improving the toilet facilities in the dormitories, 
The present system has nothing in it that is recommendable 
especially in the boys dormitory, The toilet is open 
and very close to the beds. _This should be eliminated 
and it could be done by a re-arrangement of the beds. 
Any change, however, would be of a temporary nature and 
would not rectify the faults that exist in the set-up. 
As mentioned above, a thorough survey should be made by 


the Engineering Branch. 


Mr. Randle is expected to make a report also 
on this condition and also to secure prices for temporary 
changes that would seem imperative.

Dear Colonel Neary:~ 


Last November I was consecrated to succeed the late 4“rchbishop Seager 
28 Bishop of Huron. Previous to thet time as Dean of the Diocese I had the 
privilege of visitng the Mokawk Institute and Seeing the work in progress there 
under the Principal, the Reverend W.J. Zimmermen. As Bishop I have agein visited 
the School, spoken to the teachers and children in their class rooms and inspected 
the farm buildings in company with the Principal and the Indian Agent of the 
Reserve. I have also had three long interviews with the Principal during which 
we discussed every phase of the work in great detail. I believe thot I am coming 
to understand some of the problems th»t press upon us in this School, and I hope 
I am also beginning to see some light on an horizon that has not been in recent 
years very bright. 


Together with Mr. Zimmerman I have gone over carefully the financiel 
records, his records of the pupils and his teaching problems in the Schooh. I 
have also studied the reports of the District Inspector regarding the I.Q. of 
the present students and the opportunities of educution and development which they 
now enjoy at the Mohawk Institute. Also I have discussed rith Mr. Zimmerman 
his own future as Principal of the School. He and his wife are among the most 
effective and devoted members of our Diocesan family and I am deeply interested 
in his continuation as Principal of the Institute. The progress I have seen 
myself during the lest four years has been very remarkable, and 1 believe that 
if we can keep Mr. Zimmerman contented and happy in his work at the Institute, 
in another four years this School can become a shining example of the concern 
of the Government, the Community and the Church for the + elfare of our Indian 
wards. 


My reason in writing to you is twofold. First + should greatly ap- 
preciate the privilege of an interview with you when next you are in our 
vicinity. I hear that you are coming down to the opening of the school in 
Muncey. I am hoping that this will take place in M 
to make myself available throughout that month for s

re-arrangements possible in order to meet your convenience. 


My second purpose in writing is to say that I have been studying the 
change in the type of boy and girl now being sent to the institute, together 
with the urgent needs this change has brought before the Principal of the School. 
Most of the children whom we receive at the ‘nstitute are from broken homes or 
difficult home environment. In going over the list of pupils and their I.Q. 
ratings I note that only «bout 25 out. of the whole school have normal I.Q. rating. 
The average mental age of the whole school is between two and three years below 
their chronological age. The School Inspector states that forty of the children 
should be placed in Auxiliary Classes under the care of teachers specially train- 
ed for this difficult and exacting work. At present we have three teachers 
wrestling as effectively as possible with an impossible task. One will be re- 
tiring shortly. Her present stipend is $55.00 a month, plus her board, and there 
seems little likelihood of replacing her except at a stipend equal to that which 
a teacher would receive from outside schools. Our needs in the teaching end, 
therefore, are as follows:- 


CANADA 


5 teachers instead of the present 3 - 2 of the 5 to be Specially 
qualified for auxiliary class work - all of them to be fully 
qualified teachers and to be paid at a rate at least equal to that 
received by teachers in Provincial schools 
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After school hours we have two supervisors, - one woman in charge of 
75 girls and one man in charge of 80 boys. These—children_need. These children 
need double the supervision and two of the Supervisors should be qualified for 
leadership in sports and games. Also there should be equipment for sports and 
games and greatly increased equipment for Manual and Domestic Training for boys 
and girls incapable of sustained academic work.

The Church is profoundly interested in mek g the Mohawk Institute an 
important asset in our vexed Indian problem. We lack the means to make any 
sizable financial contribution to this work. Our contribution must be made through 
interest, the recruiting of a staff, the loaning of one of our best clergymen 
for the principalship and the yearly gift of a small amount of m y as well as 
a considerable gift in clothing and other supplies. The Government grant for 
teaching staff and supervision mst be greatly increased without delay or else 
we must seriously consider withdrawing completely from this specialist area of 
Indian work. We have been carrying it on, as you know, in many parts of Canada 
at the expense of our Indian Mission work and the shepherding of the older Indian 
Gommunity. With the increase of day schools for Indians our Mission work on 
the Reserves becomes of front rank importance 


Since the Mohawk Institute has become almost a centre for the difficult 
and sometimes incorrigible Indian children its nature has changed radically from 
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the early days of its foundation when it ministered educ tionally to the boys 
and girls of the Six Nations. To-day our Church responsibility is greatly 
lessened. Only a small minority of the children are Church of England. Of 11 
admitted in the December quarter of last year only 1 was Church of England. The 
others were Protestants of various groups, including the Lutheran, Baptist, 
United Church, Plymouth Brethren and Church of Jesus Christ. Now, we are glad 
to share in the partnership of the Mohawk Institute through the years ahead and 
I shall be delighted to take a continuous interest in its welfare in close and 
friendly co-operation with the Government officials at Ottawa and your local 
representatives on the spot; but unless we have early assurance of increasing 
aid from the Government in this special sphere of the difficult, subnormal and 
incorrigible children we cannot continue in the partnership. 


The Principal offered his resignation to me yesterday and I have pro- 
mised to receive him back into his regular ministerial work in the near future 
unless together with you we can find a solution to the problems of staff, 
off-time supervision, sports activities and occupational training which t have 
endeavoured to outline in this regretably long letter. 


I trust that I may soon have the privilege of discussing these matters 
with you and I assure you that I shall meet you in full appreciation of your 
helpfulness and fairness which Mr. Zimmerman has emphasized to me on every 


occasion.

This will acknowledge receipt of your letter 
of February 11, dealing with the recent truancy at the Mohawk 
Institute, I have also had an opportunity of discussing this 
situation with the Director and we are now placing before the 
Deputy Minister a recommendation that auxiliary education 
Classes be established at this school, as previously suggested 


by Inspector Webster. 


As previously discussed with you, we are also 
recommending that the teachers in thie school be appointed and 
paid for by the Department, in the same way as the teachers in 
our Indian day schools, While it is realized that this is a 
vadical departure from the normal method of operating residen- 
tial schools, we have suggested that the Mohawk Institute would 
be an ideal school in which to experiment with such a practice. 


I was pleased to note, after discussing this 
situation with you the other night, that charges will be brought 
under the Juvenile Delinquents’ Act against the parents or 
other Indians who have been responsible for these acts of truancy, 
particularly on the part of the older girls. 


Pleage find attached a self-explamtory letter 
sent today to the Bishop of Huron, in response to correspondence 
from him dealing with matters previously discussed with you.
